that article was written there was no- 
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but too late for notice in our editorial 
columns, an advance of two cents per 
pound was announced, and that was 
followed in aday or two by a second 
rise, bringing the quotation for refined 
5! camphor up to thirty-five cents per 
pound. 

In announcing the advance the 
American refiners attribute it to the 
great scarcity and high cost of crude 
camphor in all the markets of the 
world. Thisis not a new condition, 
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positions at special prices.” upon sellers of the crude in the primary 


market. Finding that the upward 
movement in the crude gum was 
due to natural causes, and that conse- 
quently there was no hope of shaking 
the confidence of the holders, the 
American refiners finally followed the 
example of the European manufactur- 
ers, and, as stated, have advanced their 
quotations fully four cents per pound 
within a week. In this they were 
largely influenced by the very strong 
reports from the European markets, 
which, being reflected in Japan, indi- 
cate extreme prices for crude gum in 
the near future. 

What are the causes of this strong 
upward movement abroad ? Although 
the shipments of crude Japan camphor 
to London and the Continent have 
been much heavier this year than they 
were last year, the increased supply, 
as well as any surplus from previous 
seasons, appears to have been ab- 
sorbed. As stated in our last issue, 
the use of refined camphor as an ingre- 
dient of the new smokeless powder, is 
said to have made large drafts upon 
the supply. The reports concerning 
this new outlet for the gum are so con- 
tradictory that little reliance can be 
placed upon the statements that it is 
being so used. It is urged against the 
probability of such use that, in burn- 
ing, camphor makes so dense a smoke 
as to render it valueless for the pur- 
pose indicated; that its cost is too 
gaeat, and thaj if used it would be 
used in such smal) quantities that the 
total increase in consumption from 
this cause would be a mere bagatelle 
compared with its use in other direc- 
tions. One report is to the effect that 
the inventors of smokeless powder 
early abandoned its use on account of 
several objectionable features, among 
which was its costliness. This report

pect of another advance. In London 
the price of crude camphor has ad- 


vanced to one hundred and forty shil- 
lings, the highest on record. It is re- 
ported that fifty tubs were sold to a 
speculative buyer at that price but 
there is now nothing to be had at any 
figure, sellers having withdrawn for 
the present. It is intimated that the 
same condition of affairs prevails on 
the Continent. The scarcity of crude 
in their home markets has caused 
the European buyers to look to New 
York for supplies, but there is nothing 
for sale here. There are no very late 
reports from Japan, the last advices, 
which are several weeks old, being to 
the effect that everything was being 
bought up by native speculators as 
fast as it came from the interior, and 
that the total supply there was very 
small and held at very high prices. 
The American refiners offer sparing- 
ly, claiming that their stock is small 
and though there is a very active de- 
mand, speculation is checked by the 
fact that it is not possible to buy more 
than one or two barrels at a time, and 
that the refiners are unwilling to sell to 
any other than regular customers. It is 
quite possible that a further advance 
in the price of refined camphor will 
occur before the date of our next issue, 
the market at this writing having a 
strong upward tendency.

THE DECLINE IN PEPPERMINT 
OIL. 


The sharp {decline in the price of 
bottled peppermint oil, which oc- 
curred just before the date of our last 
issue, is the result of another of those 
interesting episodes in the history of 
this commodity that enliven the or- 
dinary hundrum course of trade. The 
facts in the case have not been allowed 
to reach the general trade, but they 
include a sudden disruption of an 
agreement that was entered into some 
tine ago by two prominent handlers 
of case oil. That agreement, we un- 
derstand, was not of a legally binding 
character, but it resulted in the ad- 
vance to two dollars and a half, whicl. 
occurred several weeks ago. 

The withdrawal of the bear influ- 
ences that at one time threatened to 
thoroughly demoralize the market is 
directly traceable to the act of one of 
the parties to the agreement or under- 
standing. It is understood that not- 
withstanding an implied obligation to 
sustain the market quotation at two 
dollars and a half per pound, he sold a 
certain \quantity of oil to the bears 
at a price considerably lower than 
that, and they, being thus enabled to 
cover their short sales for November 
delivery, here and abroad, had no 
further cause to depress the market. 
It was not until the 14th inst., how- 
ever, that these facts came to the 
knowledge of the second party 
to the agreement before men- 
tioned, whereupon he reduced his 
quotation to two dollars and 
thirty-five cents, and finally to two 
dollars and thirty cents at which lat- 
ter figure he is still offering to fill 
orders trom regular consumers. This 
is a brief outline of the story as it 
reaches us, and it may be susceptible 
of some modifications when all the 
facts are known. We donot presume 
to pass upon the merits of the contro- 
versy—if it may beso termed—between 
the parties mentioned. 

As to its effect upon the market it 
has, as already said, been pronounced, 
but it is probable that its full force has 
not yet been felt. Although the con- 
suming season is nominally at its 
height, there is not the demand for 
case oil usually experienced at this 
time of the year. This is particularly 
true of the export trade which is unus- 
ually dull for the season. Advices 
from the principal European markets 
indicate abundant supplies, a lack of 
interest among buyers, and declining 
prices. Taking these facts into consid- 
eration it is probable that prices here 
will recede still further and the remark 








made some time ago, by one of the late 


bear operators, that the price of case 


peppermini oil would decline to two 


dollars and a quarter, or less, before 
the end of the year, may yet be veri- 
fied, although its author, for reasons 


above specified, has since changed his 


policy. 

The break in the price of case pep- 
permint has had little or no influence 
upon the position of bulk oil, but un- 
less there should be a reaction in the 
first named, the latter will probably 
feel the effect of the depression, before 


long. 
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WINDOW GLASS COMBINATIONS. 


According to the press dispatches re- 
ceived from Pittsburg last week an im- 
mense combination of the window 
glass manufacturing interests of the 
United States was formed. Official in- 
formation as to the details of the plan 
are yet lacking, but from such reports 
as have been received it is evident that 
this is one of the most important 
movements of the character inaugurat- 
ed in recent years. It contemplates a 
combination between the two recently 
incorporated companies, one of which 
is composed of thirteen individual firms 
located in Pittsburg,and the other, the 
majority of the concerns outside of that 
famous glass center. To this aggrega- 
tion of capital and ability will be add- 





ed the influence and support of the 


large tank furnace plant, which up to 


the present time, since its incorpora- 
tion has led the movement toward 


more profitable prices for the product 


of American window glass factories, 


There appears yet to be some doubt of 
the successful consummation of the 


scheme, but weexpect to be able to 
present in our next issue more complete 


facts in connection with the movement 
from which its chances of success may 
be accurately gauged. 

A local organization of considerable 


importance was completed last week, 


in the formation of the Ohio and Indi- 


ana Window Glass Association partic- 


ulars of which will be found in another 


column. Should this association join 


forces with the large combination al- 
ready referred to the result will be one 
of the strongest and most influential 
organizations the American window 
glass industry has ever known, The 
domestic manufacturers evidently real- 
ize that some decisive action is neces- 
sary to place their industry on a profit- 
able footing, and the steps now con- 
templated seem to be such as will more 
quickly and surely enable them to 


carry out their plans in this direction. 
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THE TURKEY RED OIL INDUSTRY. 


Considerable inquiry has been made 
lately for corn or maize oil by manu- 
facturers of turkey ‘red oil, otherwise 
known as soluble oil and alizarine as- 
sistant. The great desideratum has 
been to lower the cost of the latter on 
account of the growing competition, 
and corn oil has been found to meet 
the wants in that direction, but its 
utilization is necessarily restricted by 
limited production, which is owing to 
the difficulty of procuring the germs 
of corn from manufacturers of starch 
and hominy. However, more satisfac- 
tory arrangements are expected to be 
made in this respect, when maize oil 
will be considered one of the perma- 
nent staples of commerce. The small 
quantity now obtainable commands 
about fifty-five cents per gallon. Co- 
coanut oil at five and a half cents per 
pound is also being used by makers of 
the mordant as its chief component, 
while others find advantages in the use 
of cotton oil, rapeseed oil and olive oil, 
but the great majority still confine 
their efforts to the manufacture of ali- 
zarine assistant from castor oil, not- 
withstanding the relatively higher 
cost. 

Previous to the patent issued in Ger- 
many in 1877 and the United States 
in 1881, olive and rapeseed oils 
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were the chief constituents, but castor 
oil was considered such a vast im- 
provement over the old process that 
the idea was patented. It seems, 
however, that the mind of more than 
one person was running in the same 
channel, as simultaneous with the 
granting of exclusive rights on the 
other side, two chemists came to New 
York from Switzerland and inaugur- 
ated the industry here. The owner 
of the new process also arrived two 
years subsequently to take out a 
United States patent and assert his 
rights, which resulted in a prolonged 
litigation with which our readers are 
already familiar. The defendants 
claimed that the manufacture of aliza- 
rine assistant dated back to 1835 and 
otherwise attempted to prove that the 
industry was open to competition, but 
while the struggle continued here, it 
is said that the foreign patent rights 
were forfeited on account of the an- 
nual assessments not being paid, and 
that left the castor oil process free for 
any one to adopt. 

Since then the industry has been 
enlarged to meet the increased con- 
sumption, not less than _ twelve 
different concerns now being en- 
gaged in the manufacture of turkey 
red oil. The production from this 
source is approximately estimated at 
20,000 barrels or 8,000,000 pounds per 
annum, valued at about $50,000. An 
idea of the meager profits accruing 
from the business may be learned 
from the statement made to the writer 
by good authority, that the manufac- 
turers average one half cent per pound 
from which all expenses have to be 
met. A combination of interests or 
an understanding on production and 
prices are considered out of the ques- 
tion, for the reason that many large 
consumers are making their own oil, 
and that an elevation of the market 
quotations would in all probability 
take away all the consuming trade. 
Although the mordant is rapidly gain- 
ing ground, its manufacture as a sep- 
arate industry is declining, for the 
only reason that print works are grad- 
ualy absorbing the field to their owu 
advantage. We believe it has not 
been denied that the quality of the oil 
made by a firm pursuing that business 
is far superior to that made by con- 
sumers for their own use; and such an 
argument is based on _ reasonable 
grounds as it is a case of prac- 
tical chemical knowledge of 
experts against inexperience and 
negligence of cheap labor at 
the print works. If the legitimate 
manufacturers were given an oppor- 
tunity of supplying the whole con- 
suming trade, they could realize a fair 
profit without enhancing values, as 
the established factories can only use 
a small portion of their capacity, and 
the labor of making ten barrels costs 
as much as fifty or more. We under- 
stand that the returns are very unsat- 
isfactory to every manufacturer, and 
that unless an improvement can be 
effected in the near future, the list of 
producers will be decreased, as other 
business enterprises offer better in- 
ducements for the investment of capi- 
tal. The obstacle to success is diffi- 
cult toovercome, but may be partially 
removed by the consumers realizing 
their mistake in undertaking a branch 
of business with which they are not 
familiar, and for the proper conduct 
of which much better facilities are re- 
quired than they now possess. 

Dealers in the article are also re- 
quired to do _ business on a 
small margin and merely handle 
it to accommodate their pat 
rons. Prices are generally regulated 
by the fluctuations in value of castor 
oil, the recent advance in the latter 
having caused a corresponding change 
in quotations for the mordant which 
is made from that oil in three grader, 
namely, thirty, fifty and seventy-five 
percent. Very little is known about

the movement and prices of the aliza 
rine assistant having cheaper oils as a 
basis. This source of competition has 
its effect upon thegeneral market, and 
dates its existence from the time when 
the increased duty discouraged im- 
portations. 

As there is a _ total lack of 
harmony in the local trade, it 
would be well for the manufacturers to 
meet occasionally and discuss the sit- 
uation. A conference can do no harm 
while it may prove beneficial to the 
industry, as in the case of the acid 
manufacturers who were divided by 
petty jealousies and maintained for 
years a strong barrier between them- 
selves until better judgment prevailed, 
which resulted in harmonious action 
on many important matters. The 
rough edges of sharp competition are 
thus reduced to a smooth surface, and 
demoralization is supplanted by con- 


certed action.

THE NATIONAL PAINT, OIL AND 
VARNISH ASSOCIATION. 
Although the annual meeting of the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Asso- 
ciation will not be held until January 
next, the date selected at the first for- 
mal meeting of the organization, there 
is none too much time in which to pre- 
pare a schedule of work, in addition to 
the routine business, that may be car- 
ried out for the benefit of the paint 
trade of the country. There are many 
important matters of general interest 
that can only be acted upon advan- 
tageously to the whole trade, by the 
national association, and such matters 
coming first within the province of 
the local clubs, should be prepared by 
them for presentation to the central 
body in such shape as will best facili- 
tate speedy and proper action. It is 
also desirable that matters of this de- 
scription and others suggested by the 
experiences of local associations, the 
extension of which to the affairs of 
the trade at large is desirable and ex- 
pedient, should be presented at as 
early a date as possible. ; 
The New York Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Club is among the first to take 
decided steps to insure a successful 
meeting of the national association in 
January. A circular has been issued 
by its secretary requesting the mem- 
bers of the club to submit such sub- 
jects of special importance as may be 
presented through its delegates for 
discussion and action at the national 
meeting. Weunderstand that a num- 
ber of suggestions have already been 
submitted, and these, with others that 
may come in, will be brought up and 
discussed at the next meeting of the 
club, with a view to bringing out every 
point that may be desirable to lay 


before the national association.

NEW COMMITTEES OF THE 
N. W. D. A. 


Mr.Peter Van Schaack,the energetic 
President of the National Wholesale 
Draggists’ Association, has not been 
dilatory in appointing the Standing 
Committees, as will be seen by refer- 
ence to another page of this issue. Mr. 
Kline’s services are, of course, indis- 
pensable, and he has been assigned to 
the same work as last year, with Mr. 
George A. Kelly as an able assistant. 
Mr. A. H. Jones, of Philadelphia, has 
been called to the front again to solve 
the problem of legislation. Mr. John 
8. Moffitt, of St. Louis, will review the 
drug market with the assistance of 
sixteen other members of the trade. 
The honor of heading the fire insurance 
committee has been conferred upon 
Mr. J. C. Eliel, of Minneapolis, for his 
spirited defence and energetic efforts 
on behalf of the Mutual Company at 
the late Convention. He has control 
of the largest committee, it being com- 
posed of twenty-nine members, all of 
whom are from different cities except 
the two New York representatives. 
The chairmanship of the com- 


mittee on paints, oils, and glass 
has been assigned to Mr. W. 
W. Lawrence, of Pittsburg, who 
is in a good locality for such informa- 
tion. Mr. F. W. Schulte having intro- 
duced a popular plan for obviating the 
transportation difficulties,he has been 
retained to carry out the scheme. The 
question of credits and collections has 
been left to Mr. James E. Davis, of 
Detroit, who had charge of fraternal 
relations last year. Many new mem- 
bers may be expected from the south 
next year, as Mr. R. W. Powers of 
Richmond has been delegated to su- 
perintend that department. There is 
an increased force on arrangement and 
entertainment for the next convention 
in Washington, with Mr. H. B. Gilpin, 
of Baltimore, at the head. The box 
and cartage question has not been for- 
gotten and Mr. C. W. Snow, of Syra- 
cuse, will endeavor to bring order out 
of chaos, not only in his own city but 
throughout the trade. 

There are four committees yet to be 
appointed, namely, Adulterations, 
Commercial Travelers, Fraternal Re- 
lations and Paris Green, and concern- 
ing these, President Van Schaack says: 
‘**Will announce the balance as soon as 
I can secure the acceptance of the re- 
spective chairmen, which proves to be 


quite a herculean task.”

OCTOBER PETROLEUM STATIS- 
TICS. 


The monthly statement of the seve- 
ral pipe lines for October is, without 
exception, the most bullish that has 
been issued, although chronic bears 
have pointed to the fact that the runs 
show an increase of 114,173 barrels as 
an important item that should receive 
due weight. Let us examine the facts 
bearing on this increase. It was 
shown by the monthly field report 
that the daily production of the new 
or October wells was 723 barrels less 
than that of the September wells, and 
therefore the increase shown by the 
pipe line receipts must be due to some 
other source. The increase is due to 
the fact that when the price of crude 
advanced in the speculative markets 
producers marketed their oil as fast as 
produced as also any accumulation 
they had on hand. Some of the pro- 
ducers had taxed their storage facili- 
ties to the utmost, holding back the 
oil under the firm conviction that the 
conditions warranted such a course, 
and the result has proved the wisdom 
of the plan, they having benefitted by 
the advance. This accounts for the 
larger receipts by the pipe lines in the 
face of a decrease in the new produc- 
tion. It has been noticeable that as 
the price advanced the runs showed 
an increase, although there was no 
corresponding increase in actual pro- 
duction. This fact has been over- 
looked by those who have sought to 
make capital of the bare statement of 
increased receipts, and hence their as- 
sertion that it isan important feature 
of a bearish nature. The increase in 
receipts amounted to a total of 114,173 
barrels, but in the same time the ship- 
ments for consumption was increased 
by 209,978 barrels. Thus it will be 
seen that this increase in receipts, 
even had it been due to increased 
consumption, is of no importance and 
can not be regarded as a bearish fea- 
ture. That the increase in consumption 
has been a healthy one is evidenced 
by the fact that it is largely due to the 
growth of the home demand, the in- 
crease in the exports amounting to 
about 50,000 barrels in crude equiva- 
lent. The reduction in stocks dur- 
ing the month amounted to 730,- 
406 barrels, which now leaves a 
total of 11,926,473 barrels of oil in 
tanks and pipe lines. With a month- 
ly decrease of 700,000 barrels this stock 
will become entirely exhausted in 
seventeen months. We are steadily 
drifting toward the time when other 
sources of supply must be utilized to 
supply the world’s requirements, As 


ee 


we draw nearer this period in the his- 
tory of the trade the conditions of sup- 
ply and demand wust assert their 
legitimate influence upon values with 
ever increasing force, and the problem 
of supplying a cheap illuminant be- 
comes more interesting and more per- 
plexing as each monthly statement 
brings it more forcibly to our atten- 
tion. Another feature of the October 
statement of special interest is the in 
crease shown in the amount of Nation- 
al Transit certificates outstanding, 
which increase was due to the same 
causes which prompted the close de- 
livery of oil by the producers. This 
increase, representing over 100,000 bar- 
rels of oil, is no doubt gratifying to the 
speculative operators who will doubt- 
less experience inconvenience as the 
amount decreases with the shrinkage 
of stocks. 

The monthly statement of exports 
of mineral oils for the month of Octo- 
ber, issued by the Bureau of Statistics 
at Washington, shows a small increase 
in the exportsof nearly all the pro- 
ducts of petroleum as compared with 
October last year, the only’ decrease 
being in naphtha, in which the de- 
crease amounts to 502,345 gallons. The 
increase in the exports of crude 
amounted to 3,338,909 gallons and in 
refined to 680,278 gallons. Taking all 
the products together there was an in- 
crease of 3,812,344 gallons. For the 
period of ten months ending with Oc- 
tober, compared with the correspond- 
ing period last year, the increase 
amounts to 95,838,039 gallons. Of this 
increase 4,913,626 gallons was crude and 
87,958,252 gallons was refined. The 
increase in our exports, taken in *con- 
nection with the situation here, is in- 
teresting, as it shows the drain on 
the stocks will not be checked by rea- 
son of competition in foreign markets.

THROUGH FREIGHT DISCRIMINA- 
TION. 

It is claimed, upon authority regard- 
ed as reliable, that some of the trunk 
lines and their connections between 
the seaboard and western points have 
been for some time past and are still 
engaged in transporting imports to 
western points on through bills of lad- 
ing, upon which the freight charge for 
inland transportation is from twenty- 
five to fifty per cent less than the re- 
gular tariff rate. This makes a dis- 
crimination against seaboard cities, 
and especially against the ports of 
New York, Boston and Philadelphia, 
which, if continued, will seriously af- 
fect the commerce of the szaboard 
cities; but as it is a plain violation of 
the provisions of the Interstate Com 
merce Act the Interstate Commerce 
Commission should be called upon to 
put a stop to the practice. It will be re- 
membered that a decision was rendered 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in June last involving the same 
principles in thecase of exports from 
interior cities where the through rate 
was proportionately less than the rate 
to the seaboard. While the cases are 
analagous, and appear to be equally 
clear, the claims made by the trans- 
portation companies are that they 
have no power to regulate freight 
charges where these are adjusted at the 
foreign ports of shipment. The spe- 
ciosity of this plea is clear. The dis- 
criminating rates complained of can 
only be obtained from the accredited 
agents of the transportation com- 
panies, and as the principal is respon- 
sible for the acts of the agent it is not 
to be supposed that the latter con- 
tinues to make the differential rates 
without the authority or consent of 
the principal. It may, however, in 
these cases be more difficult to secure 
proof of violation of the provisions of 
the Interstate Commerce act than it was 
in the case of the through export rates 
referred to. In one case we have in- 
vestigated where it was claimed the 
through rate to a Western city was 














less than the combined ocean rate to 
this port and the railrate from here to 
the same city, it was claimed by the 
transportation company that the full 
rate had been received, that if 
there had been a difference it was in 
the ocean rate, and that the steamship 
line had probably made a rebate. 
Proofs should be obtained of the dis- 
criminations complained of and the 
same promptly laid before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. By this 
course the unfair and illegal practice 
may be stopped as it was in the case 
of the discriminating export rates.

COD OLL FROM A NEW SOURCE. 
About two hundred cases of so-called 
cod liver oil from Japan have been 
offering on this market for several 
days, but the drug trade did not show 
much interest in the article and it was 
finally disposed of for the use of tan- 
ners at about thirty-five cents per gal- 
lon, which is considered quite an ele- 
vated figure for common cod oil 
and much too low for oil extracted 
from the livers of thecod. This is the 
first lot that ever came from Japan, 
and we are given to understand that 
it will not be the last, as unusual 
efforts are being made to find a mar- 
ket in the United States for all the 
Japanese oil products. This fact has 
been evidenced already by the arrival 
of whale and herring oils, followed by 
the last consignment of cod oil, which 
is apparently a mixture of all the 
greases contained in the codfish, ac- 
cording to the odor and general ap- 
pearances. The foreign shippers seem 
anxious to push business here and in- 
variably request that quick sales 
be made, although prices may not be 
attractive at the time. They want to 
get a hold and thus find an outlet for 
surplus stocks at home. Some fine 
specimens of refined oil have come 
from Japan for exhibition purposes, 
thus demonstrating what the trade 
over there is capableof accomplishing, 
but some of the same products sent 
here for consumption could be im- 
proved upon. An outlet has been 
found for all the oils arriving from 
that source so far, and if the competi- 
tion becomes more formidable, it will 
have an important effect on the 
market.

THE REBATE QUEST{0N IN 


MISSOURI. 

There has been no necessity for alarm 
or for the agitation in the daily press 
over the operation of the contract 
plan in Missouri. The ultimate result 
has been discounted, and the firms in- 
terested have only to conform to the 
law toremain undisturbed in the pos- 
session of theirrights. It is not neces- 
sary to evade the objectionable statute 
which is causing so much annoy- 
ance everywhere, but to follow the 
advice of Chairman Kline of the new 
Proprietary Committee and continue 
signing and enforcing contracts. The 
latest communication upon the subject 
issued by Mr. Kline was in answer to a 
letter of inquiry from Mr. Hopkins, of 
St. Louis, who is chairman of the local 
committee of jobbers. We give below 
the full text of the reply sent last 
Saturday, so that our readers may be 
informed as to the nature of the in- 
structions from headquarters since the 
refusal of modified affidavits by the 
Attorney-General of the state: 

“Tam in receipt of yours of 14th inst. with 
newspaper clipping, advising me of the rejec- 
tion of your modified affidavits by the at- 
torney-general of the State. I notice, also, 
that you say in your letter that you were 
probably a little too hasty in deciding at your 
meeting what you advised me of recently. 
On receipt of the information through one of 
our local papers yesterday that your attorney 
general had acted as he did, I immediately 
mailed the matter to my counsel whom I am 
authorized as you may remember, under the 
Indianapolis resolution, to consult in such 
matters, and after receipt of your letter this 
morning, proceeded to interview him person- 
ally to ascertain what he would advise. He 
states that he thinks you madea mistake in 
offering a qualified affidavit. I think if, after 
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a conference, you had engaged the very best 
counsel obtainable in your city and been 
guided in making your replies by advice taken 
in connection with the opinion I had already 
obtained and elaborated in my report, you 
would have fared differently. Mr. Jayne, the 
counsel for our committee, suggests that you 
had better recall your qualified affidavits and 
returninstead an affidavit that you are not 
members of any pool, etc., because in reality 
under the interpretation of the actj you are 
not. He states that the attorney-general 
would of course not accept the qualified affi- 
davit, and that your proper course is tosimply 
makea return that you are notin conflict 
with thelaw. You can make sucha return 
honestly and truthfully, and should the sign- 
ing of contracts to maintain the prices of 
proprietary medicines afterwards be consid- 
ered by anyone as in violation of this law, it 
is then time for the test case in the courts to 
be made. No legislature, my attorney in- 
forms me, can by fiat from them annula 
charter unless the conditions of your charters 
are such as to permit them todoso. Ashe is 
not familiar with your corporation laws or at 
least did not take time to-day to fully look 
them up, he of course assumes that he is cor 
rect in this as he certamly would be if the 
matter wasup in our own State. He thinks 
that you run no- chances’ whatever, 
pending the adjustment of this question of 
jeopardizing your corporation rights in any 
particular. I trust you will immediately on 
receipt of this letter call all the members of 
the trade together and under advice of the 
best counsel you can obtain proceed in the 
manner indicated above, provided always 
your local counsel coincides with the opinion 
here given. It is absolutely necessary that 
you develop enough grit at this time to bring 
the matter to a test and 1 donot see that you 
run any chances whatever in holding out, 
provided you proceed in the proper manner.

George S. Emrick, of Philiadelphia, Pa., has 
purchased plumbago mines near Raleigh, N. 
C., from Joseph Blake, and will develop them. 


Mr. Daniel Myers of Cleveland, has sent out 
a lengthy and very interesting circular to the 
stockholders in the Dickert & Myers Sulphur 
Company. 

The amalgamation of the Nuremberg orush 
manufactories into a single company is about 
to take place. The Nuremberg Vereinsbank is 
to undertake the financing of the concern. 


The Wadsworth-Howland Company has been 
incorporated at Chicago, to manufacture 
paints; capital stock, $100,000; incorporators, 
John Wadsworth, William H. Andrews and E. 
B. Bennett. 


The Grayson County Asphalt Mining & Con- 
tract Co. has been incorporated in Louisville, 
by O. C. Richardson, J. M. Hardin, J. 8. Cain 
and others to develop asphalt lands. The 
capital stock is to be $500,000. 


The National Line steamer Italy, which left 
Liverpool on the lst instant with a full cargo 
of merchandise for this city, has not yet ar- 
rived. Her agents think she is all right, but 
cannot explain the cause of her long passage. 


The Palmetto Soap Factory is the name of a 
new corporation started in Charleston, S. C., 
for the manufacture of all grades of soap. 
The daily capacity of the works is said to be 
50,000 lbs. Metz & Peterson are the proprie- 
tors. 


According to the official returns the quan- 
tity of pure alcohol manufactured in German 
distilleries during the month of September 
was 45,973 hectos., and in the period from 
April 1 to the end of September, 722,114 
hectos. 


Acompany has been formed at Nagyboc- 
sko’, in Hungary, for the manufacture of 
chemical products. An existing soda and 
chemical factory has been purchased by the 
new concern, which has a share capital of 14 
million of florins. 


From a recent report of the forest depart- 
ment of Malacca it appears that among the 
plants which have been successfully intro- 
duced into the Straits Settlements, and are 
likely to be cultivated there on a large scale, 
are croton, annatto, black pepper, cubebs and 
castor oil plants. 


Mr. Asahel Wheeler, of Boston, who made 
an address before the last meeting of the New 
England Paint and Qil Club on linseed oil 
adulteration, announces in our advertising 
columns that he will send a chemical de- 
tector sufficient for one hundred tests, to any 
address on receipt of one dollar. - 


The steamship British King, well known in 
the transatlantic service, has been sold to the 
Netherlands Royal Mail Steamship Co. The 
British King has been long identified with the 
Inmans and the American Line between Phil- 
adelphia and Liverpool. The new owners 
will change the name of the vessel and give 
her a Dutch registry, after which she will be 
put on the service between this city and Hol- 
land, ‘ 


A syndicate of Akron, O., and Chicago, IIl., 
capitalists has purchased 57 acres of land near 
Pendleton, Ind. Very rich deposits of silica 
are reported to have been discovered, and the 
new company proposes to erect at once what 
it is said will be “the largest plate glass 
works in the world.” Natural gas abounds, 
and will be used for fuel. 


The Grasselli Chemical Compauy, of Cleve- 
land, St. Louis and Cincinnati, are receiving 
largely increased orders for their chemically 
pure distilled glycerine, which seems to bea 
favoritein the trade. The acid branch of the 
business is also prospering. This brand of 
glycerine can be bought in New York from 
the Standard Chemical Company, 71 Wall 
street. 

President Harrison had the subject of u 
National Bankrupt law pretty thoroughly 
presented to him Monday afternoon. He was 
waited upon bya delegation of the National 
Convention of the commercial bodies recently 
in session at St. Louis and Minneapolis, for the 
express purpose of urging upon his considera- 
tion the bankrupt bill prepared by Colonel J. 
Torrey, of St. Louis. 


Collector Erhardt and Surveyor Lyon have 
prepared a report to the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the smuggling that has been 
going on along the coast of Long Island 
Sound and of the methods and operations of 
the smugglers. The report is said to suggest 
means for stopping the unlawful work of the 
smugglers, and proposes the establishment of 
Government coast guards, 


Mr. James W. Tappin, general manager of 
the Cotton Oil Product Company, has issued a 
circular to the members of the Gen- 
eral Committee for the International 
Exposition, soliciting subscriptions to 
the fund for the payment of prelim- 
inary expenses. He has undertaken the work 
by the request of the secretary and will give it 
special attention until the necessary amount 
is raised. 


Mr. Fred. G. Meyer is of the the opinion that 
the anti-trust law of Missouri will not affect 
the wholesale incorporated drug firms, and 
that if the claim of exemption for proprietary 
goods is not conceded, the rebate terms will 
be complied with at any rate. The present 
action of the State officials was discounted 
some time ago he says, and there is no neces- 
sity for the agitation in the press, 


The Solicitor of the Treasury has advised 
the Department that in the case of goods in- 
voiced at an average price by paying the same 
rate of duty, the question of their dutiable 
value under Section 2910, Revised Statutes, is 
one to be determined on appraisement, and 
that the Department should therefore not in- 
terfere,assuch interference might have the 
effect of invalidating the appraisement. 


The Hon. J. Warren Merrill, for forty years 
in the firm of Preston & Merrill, manufactur- 
ing chemists of Boston, died in Cambridge last 
week, aged 80 years. He had been Councilman 
and Alderman of Cambridge, a member of the 
Legislature, Mayor of Cambridge, and Presi- 
dent of its Water Board. He was one of the 
founders of the Boston and Colorado Smelting 
Company, and the executor of several large es- 
tates. 


In regard to the use ofalcoholin the indus- 
trial arts, the commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue says that,in view of the fact that the 
special temptation to demethylation is to se- 
cure a cheap alcoholic beverage, the import- 
ance of separating methylated spirits from all 
stocks of such beverages is very great. He 
estimates the quantity of alcohol annually 
used in the arts and manufactures at 2,000,000 
gallons. 


The total:number of grain, molasses and 
fruit distilleries registered and operated dur- 
ing the year ending June 30 are 4,576 and 4,349 
respectively. The number of gallons of spir- 
its produced from grain during the year 
(87,887,456 gallons) shows an increrse of 19,499,- 
206 gallons over the product of the previous 
year, and is 4,161,150 gallons more than the 
average produced (83,726,306 gallons) for the 
last ten years. 


The deliveries of chloride of potassium by 
the whole of the manufacturers belonging to 
the German syndicate in the period from Jan- 
uary 1 to the end of September, 1888, amount- 
ed to 824,166'95 bdle ctrs. at 80 per cent., and in 
the same period of 1889 to 861,649°85 dble. ctrs. 
at 80 percent. There was sold altogether for 
delivery to the end of the year September 30, 
1888, 991,181 dble. ctrs., and for same period in 
1889, 1,150,818 dble. ctrs. 


The conference of paper makers appointed 
to be held at the Massasoit House in Spring- 
field, Mass., on Thursday, is not likely to bea 
harmonious meeting. The project of cutting 
down the product originated with Western 
firms, but Eastern men are quite willing to go 
into it if all will agree on some policy to bring 
relief. It is thought that instead of ceasing 
to manufacture for a specified time an agree- 
ment will be made to run the mills on half 
time. 

Recent investigations, says the Pharmaceu- 
tische Zeitung, have shown that all the patents 
taken out in Germany for the purification of 
glycerine up to the end of 1888 have been 
allowed to lapse, a proof that none of these 
processes have been able to stand the test of 
practical experiment. The problem how to 
free glycerine from impurities in a manner at 
once cheap and practical.y useful is, there- 
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fore, unsolved, and offers a tempting opening 
for chemical in vestigators. 


The Dominion Fertilizer and Casing Works 
of Hamilton, Ont., are erecting new buildings 
und have contracted with Messrs. C. H. Demp- 
wolf & Co., manufacturers and builders of 
fertilizer machinery of York, Pa.,foracombin- 
ation mill, mixing machine and improved di- 
gester. The latter firm also have contracts 
for machinery with the N. Y. Standard Paper 
Fibre and Chemical Co. of Slackwater, Lancas 
ter county, Pa., I. P. Thomas & Son Co. of 
Philadelphia, Pa., and H. Van Brunt, of 
Beverly, N. J. 


Since last week’s issue of the REPORTER 
Brazil has been made a Republic with 19 
States favoring the change. Dispatches re- 
ceived from Rio Janeiro reiterate the state- 
ment previously telegraphed that the procla- 
mation of the Republic met with no opposi- 
tion. The latest intelligence received at Rio 
Janeiro indicated that Bahia and Pernambuco 
were in a state of tranquility. People every- 
where are so much absorbed in the new order 
of things politically that business is at a com- 
plete standstill. 


The motion for an injunction in the case of 
the Bridgeport Wood Finishing Company vs. 
the New York Wood Finishing Company 
came on to be heard before his honor Judge 
Wheeler, in the Circuit Court of the United 
States for this district last Friday, and was 
argued by 8S. J. Gordon, Esq., for the com- 
plainant, and Albert Comstock, Esq., for the 
respondent. The judge reserved his opinion, 
but handedit down the next day, sustaining 
the Wheeler patent and ordering the injunc- 
tion to issue. 


The average monthly production of oleo- 
margarine during the fiscal year ending June 
30, was 2,072,002 pounds, the average monthly 
production for the previous year was 2,860,460 
pounds, and the average monthly production 
during the eight months ended June 30, 1887, 
was 2,711,828 pounds. There was an increase 
in the number of persons engaged in the eale 
of oleomargarine during the year, as wella 
an increase in the production of the article 
There has been an increase from year to year 
in the production for consumption, both at 
home and abroad. 


The prospectus has been issued of Leech 
Neal & Co. (limited), with a share capital of 
£100,000, divided into 12,000 six per cent, 
cumulative preference shares of £5 each, and 
8,000 ordinary shares of £5 each, also £30,000 in 
debentures of £25 each, bearing interest at the 
rate of 5 percent. perannum. Thiscompany 
has been formed to acquire and carry on still 
more extensively the old-established color 
works of Messrs. Leech, Neal & Co. (limited), 
of Derby and Spondon, for the production of 
red colors, such as Venetian and Indian reds, 
and red oxide of iron, etc. 


The Globe Paint Co.,of Cincinnati has met 
with considerable success in the introduction 
of its paints which are specially adapted for 
tarrels, roofs, and barns, Every buyer is 
given the privilege of returning the paints at 
the expense of the company when not prov- 
ing satisfactory, but not a single rejection has 
been made, which is proof positive that the 
quality is fully up to expectations. The man- 
ufacturers are safe in making the offer to re 
ceive returned goods as they are certain that 
the old rule of “once a buyer,always a buyer," 
will hold good in their case. 


The Treasury Department has addressed a 
letter to the Collector at New York informing 
him ofa communication received from the 
director of the Condal-Rubinat Company of 
Paris, requesting the seizure of a shipment of 
water purporting to be from their springs, 
which they have reason to think is to be made 
from London, and which they declare to be an 
imitation. While the Department is not au- 
thorized to make the seizure, the attention of 
the Collector is called to the case, that such 
artificial water may not be admitted free as 
natural mineral water. 


A special dispatch from Washington states 
that Attorney-General Miller, after several 
conferences with the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, has instructed U.S. District Attorney 
Lyons, at Pittsburg, to proceed against the 
Chambers & McKee Glass Co., and others, in- 
cluding officers of the Window Glass Workers’ 
Association, for alleged complicity in the im- 
portation of the English workmen, contrary 
to the provisions of the Alien Contract Labor 
Law. The question of the return of these 
foreign glass workers will not be acted upon, 
it is understood until the civil suits have been 
decided. 


The report of the conference of local ap- 
praisers, held at New York in October last, 
has been received at the Treasury Depart- 
ment, It shows that a large number of im- 
portant questions in regard to the classifica- 
tion of imported merchandise were consid- 
ered anda unanimous conclusion reached in 
each. Among the principal recommendations 
contained in the report are that the classifica- 
tion of so called root, sago, Singapore and 
arrow root flour, from which all the constitu- 
ents except starck have been eliminated, be 
changed to “other starch,” dutiable at 2% 
cents per pound, under Paragraph 209 of the 
tariff act,it being the unanimous opinion of 
the Conference that sago, tapioca, so called 
arrow root flour and similar preparations do 
not properly represent and include a Gnished 
and puir6ed staroh, 
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A second edition, enlarged and thoroughly 
revised,of Remington’s Treatise on Pharmacy 
has been issued by the J. B. Lippincott Co, Phil- 
adelphia. While this is intended as a hand 
book for pharmacists and physicians, it is 
more particularly adapted asa text book for 
students of pharmacy. It has been adopted 
asa text bookin the colleges of pharmacy ard 
is, without question, the most valuable one 
to. the pharmaceutical student yet published. 
Among the valuable additions are a series of 
questions on the subjects embraced, appended 
to each chapter, and the incorporation of the 
National Formulary. Many other new and 
valuable feature have been added which en- 
hance the value of the work. 

Soda ash and soda crystals are imported into 
Hungary in large quantities, according to the 
Chemist and Druggist—in 1888, 9,004 tons; in 
1887, 8,660 tons; and in 1886, 8,350 tons, although 
very large soda deposits exist in the country 
itself. Near Nagybocsko’, in the district of 
Marmarosa, there are large soda works owned 
by a Swiss, Mr. Friedrich Muller, but these are 
bz. no means equal to the supply of the wants 
of the country. Mest of the soda salts im- 
ported into Hungary come from Bohemia, 
Silesia and Galicia. A considerable quantity 
is also purchased from England and imported 
via Trieste, notwithstanding there is a duty 
of about 11d. per Ib. on foreign soda ash and 


crystals. 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 


Next year many manufacturers in New 
York State will burn brick in the kilns with 
oil. It has been demonstrated at a score or 
more points that oil is a cheaper and better 
fuel than wood. : 

The gas well east of Hortonville, Ind., known 
as No.1, from which gas has been piped to 
surrounding communities, has failed so much 
in the past 6 weeks that all burners have been 
shut off with the exception of those used by 


families. 

Natural gas has been discovered 10 miles 
north of Lemars, la., on the Sioux City and 
Northern Railway, now building from Sioux 
City to Palisades, Dak. It was struck at a 
depth of 104 feet in a well being dug for a 
water tank. 

Mr. E. C. Brown, of the Progressive Age, is 
looking after the gas industry to secure sub- 
scriptions to the World's Fairfund. He has 
already secured over $28,000 from that inte- 
rest with several of the larger gas concerns to 
be heard from, 

Acompany is being formed by several Pitts- 
burgers for the purpose of boring for oll and 
gas in Somerset county. A number of leases 
have already been secured near Stoyestown 
and Stanton Millis and two test wells will be 
put down at once. 

At Mannington, W. Va., Hukill & Scott will 
sink a well on land leased from A. W. Knotts. 
Wesley Webber, of Pittsburg will sink an oil 
well. Burt & Son have let contract for sink- 
ing the oil well lately mentioned, to F. M. 
Wright of Parkersburg. 


In the suit of P. C. Boyle againt J. B. Smith- 
man, for $80,000 penalty for omission to post 
monthly statements of his pipe line, which 
case has been on trial in Butler, Pa., during 
the past week, a verdict was on Saturday ren- 
dered for the defendant. 

Park Bros. & Co., of Pittsburg, who have just 
completed a linefrom their Murrysville wells, 
propose t©0 shortly commence anothgr from 
McLaughlin Station to the Homestead Re- 
ducing Station. It wiil be 16inchesin diameter, 
19 miles in length and cost about $200,000. 


Mr. J. W. Witherop has sold his entire inte- 
rest in the refining plant of Rice, Robinson & 
Witherop, at Titusville, to R. L. Riceand J. 0. 
Robinson. The business was established in 
1878 by R. L. Rice and in 1874 J.C. Robinson be- 
camea partner. Mr. Witherop was admitted 
to the firm in 1881. 


While boring for water a farmer about twen- 
ty-five miles southwest of Chicago struck a 
vein of natural gas, which flows with such 
force as to throw dirt and gravel fifty feet in- 
to the air. The well is so near the farmer's 
house that he has not dared to light it, buta 
pipe will be put in and a test made. 


“It is safe to say,” remarked an oil man this 
morning, “that there won’t beso much drill- 
ing done in Venango County during the com- 
ing year as there has been in the past year 
unless they begin to plug the holes and drill 
them over again. Drilling territory in Venan- 
go County is becoming a scarce article.”— 
Blizzard. 

A big oil deal has been completed in Findlay 
and Lima, involving 20,000 acres of the most 
valuable territory in the Lima, Findlay and 
Cygnet fields. Titusville, New York and Phila- 
delphia capitalists are the purchasers. It is 
announced as the purpose of these men to es- 
tablish refineries in the Northwestern Ohio 
field and to make money out of the oil as an 
illuminant. 


In its comments on the recent decision 
against trusts, the Boston Advertiser says:—“It 
has more than once appeared that the judges 
of the lower courts of New York are keenly 
sensitive to newspaper clamor and political 
influence. Itis the system rather than the 
fudges that isat fault, Therefore we attach 


very little importance to the decision now 
given; it is good only until another is render- 
ed.” 

C. G. Coss,of the Lima Natural Gas Com- 
pany, of Lima, O., recently purchased 775 acres 
of leases, with 3 fair gas wells on them from 
the St. Mary’s Gas Company, of St. Mary’s, 
same state, for $600, The wells were spraying 
oil, and consequently useless as gassers. Mr. 
Coss drilled No. 1 5 feet deeper, and got a pro. 
duction of 10 barrels an hour. The property 
is thought to be worth $50,000. 

At a gas meeting, held in Toledo, O., recently, 
Hon. John F. Kumler, one of the speakers, 
gave a history of the natural gas question 
there, in which he said that the Trustees had 
138,000,000 feet of gas in sight, with 40,000,000 
feet yet to be measured in. Coming down to 
the cost of the pipe line, he told his hearers 
that it would cost $425,000 to get the gas into 
the city, leaving $300,000 with which to pipe 
the streets. - 

The manufacture of rage and transporta- 
tion tanks for petrole and other oils isa 
specialty requiring knowledge gained only by 
experience, and not every boiler maker, as is 
popularly supposed, can produce a tank car 
or storage tank to answer all the peculiar re- 
quirements of these modern receptacles. The 
J.C. McNeil Co., at Akron, O., have built 
tank cars for some of the largest concerns in 
the country, to which they refer. Those re- 
quiring tanks or tank cars should write to this 
firm for estimates. 

As the season of winter storms on the North 
Atlantic is approaching, navigators should 
note the many instances where serious danger 
and damage have been avoided by using oil to 
prevent heavy seas from breaking on board. 
It will be remembered that on the Pilot Chart 
for last March a full explanation was pub- 
lished, with diagrams, as to the best methods 
of using oil. Reprints of this explanation and 
accompanying diagrams can be obtained at 
any branch hydrographic office. 

The Pittsburg East End News says that an- 
other Westinghouse patent squabble has come 

to light in the suit brought by I. J. Ricketts, 
of Oakland, against George Westinghouse, Jr., 
for infringement of his patent for escape 
pipes for natural gas. The device is one of a 
number of privilegs sold by Mr. Westinghouse 
to the Philadelphia Company for $2,(00,000. Mr. 
Ricketts claims that it was the only one of the 
number of any practical value, and conse~ 
quently places the amount of hisclaim at that 


figure. 

The fight between the Pennsylvania Gas 
Company and the city of Erie, Penna., is 
now on in dead earnest. The company defies 
the city to interfere with its line and sets up 
the claim of eminent domain, and will bring 
action against the city if its mains are torn 
ug. The city, on the other haud, has made 
ample provisions for a fight, and has directed 
Mayor~Clarke to fight. When the Pennsyl- 
vania Gas Company sent its forces out to make 
street connections, the police force swooped 
down upon them and put an end to the work. 


A number of oil derricks are being built at 
the mills in Brookville, Pa., that are intended 
for use in India. They are being built for a 
New York party who hasa contract for fur- 
nishing the English Government with all their 
oil-well supplies. These derricks are much 
smaller than those used in the Pennrylvania 
regions, being built but 16 feet square at the 
bottom by 4x6 feet at the top and 50 feet high. 
They are framed at the mill ready to be put 
together, and will be shipped via New York to 
Burmah, India, a distance of 14,000 miles, 


Regarding the protests of Cleveland and 
Lima oil refiners against the action of the 
western roads, making the sum of the locals 
the through rate, managers of western roads 
say such action was neagssary to protect Chi- 
cago’s interests. The through oil rates from 
Cleveland and other Central Traffic Associa- 
tion points to through points in the West were 
lower than the rate from Chicago locally to 
such points, and the proportion of the through 
rate by prorating with the eastern lines does 
not leave the western roads enough to pay 
them for the cost of transportation. To get 
paying rates on that traffic they had to make 
the combined locals the throfigh rate. 


The Mannington, W. Va., oil boom has seem- 
ingly set hundreds of good sober citizens cra- 
zy, on the smallest capital that oldom has 
ever yet discovered producing such results. 
A good quality of oil,in dreadfully small quan- 
tity, has been found; that isall. The great 
Hamilton well, which so recently as Fri- 
day morning last was without contradic 
tion reported to have belched forth at the 
rate of 500 barrels “into hidden tanks,’g 
has,as a matter of cold, stubborn, unques- 
tionable fact, yielded on that day less than 50 
barrels. They are making nighty mysteries 
of their new-found grease,to profitable pur- 
pose it would seem; and now they talk of 
going down to the Gordon sand. 

Speaking about natural gas the Carroltown 
wellisa gusher at 2,300 feet and this insures 
the Altoona Natural Gas Company all they 
areafter. The sand is the same as that at 
Cherrytree and runs on a straight line to 
Johnsonburg, passing through this section 
near Falis Creek. This sand is a fine producer 
and affords the chance for experiment right at 
home. The Jefferson Heat and Light Com- 
pany are pushing work on their No, 6 well in 
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Knox township, and have already secured 
quite a nice flow of gas, enough to run the 
engine, and itis the purpose of the company 
to put down the drill to the 2,200 foot level, 
with the hope of finding the sand that was 
struck sometime since at Iowa Mills, and that 
is found further south,—Du Bois Express. 


The extensive veins of asphalt in Utah and 
Colorado bid fair to become of great commer- 
cial importance. The deposits thus far dis- 
covered are chiefly in the sandstone ledges 
along the line of the Denver and Rio Grande 
railway. These ledges extend across the Was- 
atch mountains and eastward into northwest- 
ern Colorado. Prof. Newberry thinks these 
deposits of asphalt, with which the ledges are 
in places saturated, have their crigin in spon- 
taneous distillation of the bituminous shales 
of the Colorado group,which,in Eastern Utah, 
are from 1,500 to 2,500 feet thick. It is report- 
ed that in some places the substance comes to 
the surface in a semi-liquid form, asin the 
case of the Trinidad asphalt lake; but that 
which has thus far been placed on the market 
has been taken from the ledges of sandstone, 
and is called “sand asphalt," 


The Butler Citizen thus notes some of the 
mutations in the fortunes of the well known 
oil operator, Mr. Thomas W. Phillips: “The 
ups and downs of some of the oil producers 
are remarkable. They have nothing one day 
and are rich the next. The most remarkable 
case is that of Thos. W. Phillips, who came 
into this county eight hundred thousand dol- 
lars in debt, and who to-day is supposed to be 
worth a million. When he was in debt he was 
offered ten thousand a year to manage anoth 
er firm’s business and refused it, saying he 
could not pay his debts with that. Then he 
got another start, was lucky in Thorn Creek 
and Glade Run, has paid his debts and is 
wealthy. When he struok the big well on the 
Bartley some one remarked to him that this 
would let him out, but he said he didn’t know 
about that as he was four hundred thousand 
behind.” 


The Hamburg petroleum trade, which for 
some years bad considerably surpassed that of 
Bremen, has lately begun to retrograde in fa- 
vor of its rival, because in Hamburg, owing to 
a peculiar concatenation of local causes, the 
construction of the present necessary tank 
reservoirs has been hindered. The old ar- 
rangement of petroleum yards is not suffi- 
cient,as they have hardly anything but stor- 
age for barrels, and it thus happens that the 
consignment in bulk of petroleum which 
Hamburg could report compared with Brem- 
eninthe period from July 1 to Octobor IL 
whichin 1885 was 224,875 casks; 1886, 150,324 
casks; 1877, 151,819 casks and 1888, 202,264; had 
diminished in the period in queston to 51,820 
casks. If the requirements of this trade are 
not, therefore, very speedily met Hamburg 
may have to again cede to Bremen the scarce- 
ly acquired domination ‘in the petroleum 
trade.—Kuhlow’'s. 


The trial of the case of George Rice against 
the trustees of the Standard Oil Trust was be- 
gun before Judge O’Brien in the Supreme 
Court, in this city last week. The suit is 
brought to compel the Standard Oil trustees 
to transfer to Rice’s name upon their books a 
certificate for six shares of stock standing in 
the name of I. B. Malloby. Mr. Rice declares 
that he bought the stock in October, 1886, 
through Orvis Brothers, brokers in this city, 
and paid $190 a share for it.. He went to the 
office of the company and asked to have the 
stock transferred to his name and the request 
was refused. The purchase of the stock by 
Rice is admitted by the defendant company, 
but they allege that he only bought it for the 
purpose of becoming familiar with the inside 
workings of the company so that he could 
bring numerous law suits against the trust. 
And he had already brought suits in Ohio and 
Kentucky, by one of which he tried to com- 
pel the trust to pay $500,000, for his interest in 
an oil refinery at Marietta, Ohio. 


Some little time since the Dunkirk Chamber 
of Commerce opened a competition with the 
view of ascertaining the practical value of the 
use of oilas a means for stilling the waves, 
The competitors were the captains of the fish- 
ing schooners engaged in the island waters, of 
which about a hundred are fitted out at Dun- 
kirk every year. During the six months 
which the season lasts the fishermen have,fre- 
quent occasions in stormy weather to test any 
means for diminishing the danger. The first 
prize of the value of 1000 francs (£40) has been 
awarded to Captain Bruxelles, of the schoon- 
er “Perle,” who had submitted the following 
report; “On the 2lst April, near Portland, we 
encountered an east-south-east gale with 
snow. We endeavored, under tightly reefed 
sails, to get out to sea, but could not get from 
the Westman Islands. We therefore resolved 
to attempt to steer between the islands named 
and the mainland. The storm was waging at 
the time with great fury, the sea broke over 
the ship from stem to stern, and the vessel 
wasin danger ot sinking. I then hung out 
two sacks containing tow saturated with oil 
at the port and starboard sides of the ship; 
almost instantaneously the sea subsided, and, 
although a heavy swell continued, no more 
waves broke over the ship. I can testify that 
one and a half pints of oil per sack sufficed to 
keep the waves still for two hours,”

then inserted the names of the judges who 
signed the document in proof that they really 
had the document in hand they claimed, And 
yet we find in the face of the fact, that they 
had the true decision in hand, they allowed 
the false decision to be circulated through 
their office in New York, accompanied after- 
wards by the false affidavit, and distributed 
the fictitious paper through their representa- 
tive at many medical meetings.

CHICAGO LETTER. 


[Special correspondence of the Or, PAINT 
AND DRUG REPORTER.] 


CHICAGO, Nov. 16, 1889. 


In the linseed oil market, crushers report a 
gradual falling off in demand as the autumn 
advances and the era of winter quietude 
draws near. The year has reached that stage 
when an active trade is not looked for, and 
which affords leisure for review and compari- 
son. Western crushers generally report a 
satisfactory ratio of increase over last year’s 
trade, not any abnormal,phenomenal plethora 
of business, but a natural, healthy growth, 
which they regard as most gratifying. The 
distribution of thedemand among a number 
of comparatively small orders rather than the 
purchase in the larger quantities of the past, 
has been, this season, rather a fortunate cir- 
cumstance, inasmuch as it has rded pro- 
ducers opportunities to dispose of their oil as 
rapidly as it was in a condition to market. In 
fact, it would, at times, have been rather a 
difficult matter to have filled any multiplicity 
of the old time orders. The mills will now 
run with a view to having stocks in readiness 
for next season’s business,which is looked for- 
ward to hopefully. 

Prices are unchanged—raw oil selling at 56 
cents for 50 barrel lots, with the same sliding 
schedule in force as has heretofore been noted. 
There is no probabilty of any change for the 
present. There have, however, been offerings 
of oil during the week at 55 cents, but it is 
difficult to learn of any sales. The oil in ques- 
tion is pressed at a point west of the city and 
at a point west of the city and at a mill not 
controlled by the city. It is questioned in 
some quarters whether there is ¢nough of it 
to constitute much of a “distributing ele- 
ment” even were it all precipitated upon the 
market, 


Very little oil is reported to be going from 
this point to Eastern markets. City crushers 
say that they would not accept less than 50 
centsin New York, and aver that the day 
when sharp competition practically compelled 
them to sell at the seaboard at the same fig- 
ures as they could obtain in Chicago is happily 
& memory@# the past. 


Jobbers generally report a demand fully u 
tothe average of the season, and some of 
them estimate it as somewhat in excess of a 
yearago. The arrangement between produc- 
ers and middlemen is being faithfully adhered 
to,and harmony appears to reign supreme. 
Whatever dissatisfaction may exist is cer- 
tainly not on the part of crushers, and if job- 
bers feel that they have a grievance, they do 
not ostentatiously parade it. 


Oil cake has been more active this week, re- 
ported sales amounting to nearly 3,000 tons, 
and crushers are pretty well sold out of pres- 
ent make. The improved demand is attrib- 
uted to the advance of some _ special 
brands of cake on the Liverpool market and 
toanappreciation in the value of Calcutta 
seed. Prices have ranged from $19 50@20 50, 
with yesterday's salesatthe inside. The fol- 
lowing table shows direct exportations from 
this port during this week and last, as well as 
the totai exportations since January 1:

FLAXSEED. 

As had been foreshadowed, the official

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In the market for cash seed, the week op- 
ened on Monday with very meager offerings 
and a fair demand. The result was an ad- 
vance of lc. No.1, after a single sale at $1.3134c 
(or Ke above Saturday's closing price), soon 
rose to $1 32,at which all the seed that was 
offered was taken. There were a few cars of 
lower grade received, but they did not come 
upon the market. More than half of Tues- 
day’s receipts came on sale, and there was 
sharp competition to obtain them, the de- 
mand being divided between shippers and 
shorts. No.1 opened at $1 32, advanced stead- 
ily to 1.8340, and at the close a few cars in 
special locations brought $134, the advance 
gained being fully 2c. On Wednesday ship- 
pers readily absorbed the meager offerings 
There were light receipts and little disposition 
to sell,and the feeling was very firm. No.1 
opened at $134 for bag lots, but scattering 
cars commanded $1 3444, while some seed on 
the 8t. Paul track brought $135. Thursday's 
market was easier and prices fell off ‘4c. 
After a single sale at $134 No.1 dropped to 
to $133, at which figures most of the trad- 
ing was done, and the final sales were at 
$133. A little rejected and no grade seed was 
received, but it did not come upon the mar- 
ket, which continued nominal for lower 
grades. Yesterday the market was excep- 
tionally dull. There seemed to be no inquiry 
for shipment and but little demand from any 
quarter. Still, as there was very little seed 
offered, Thursday’s closing price ($133) was 
obtained for No. 1, while a little rejected sold 
at $130. To-day’s market also was entirely 
uninteresting. Yesterdays price, $133, was 
bid for No. 1, but there seemed to be little dis- 
position to sell at their figures. Withdrawals 
from store were heavy, aggregating 99,232 
bushels. 

The range of price of cash seed for the@Peck 
have been $1 3144@1 35, against $1 29@1 31 last 
week. Reported sales on Change foot up 87 
cars, 10,300 bushels and 257 bags of No.1, one 
car of rejected, and 23 bags of seed not graded 
112 cars and 150 bags of No, 1, and one car of 
rejected seed a week ago. There has been 
manifest some competition among shippers in 
order to fill vessels now engaged before the 
closh of navigation, and to this circumstance 
is to be attributed the upward tendency in 
the earlier part of the week. 


In the speculative market near futures were 
unmentioned on Monday, but there was fair 
trading at 1@l}%c higher prices, the range 
being $1 39}4@1 4044, with most of the sales at 
$140. On Tuesday there were sales of Novem- 
ber at $1 34, the outside cash price for the day. 
For year $1 3344 was bid, but $1 34 was asked. 
A few cars of May sold early at $1 40, but later 
$1 4034 was bid, without finding any takers. 
Wednesday’s speculative transactions were 
centered in May, which sold at $1 41 and closed 
with that bid. For November $133 was bid 
and $1 344 asked, while January was offered 
at $136. On Thursday the market was some- 
what weaker. November delivery sold at 
$1 324, December ut $1 33, and January at $1 34. 
These prices, however, were not accepted until 
towards the close of the session. May opened 
at $1 4144 and closed at $1 4034, sales being ef- 
fected at both these quotations. There were 
some changes of cash and November to May 
at 7c premium for the latter. On Friday 
futures were almost entirely neglected, trans- 
actions being confined to asmali sale of May 
at Thursday’s inside figures—$1 4034. To-day 
the same figures were bid tor May, but none 
was offered, and no other futures were men- 
tioned. 

The week’s total sales have been consider- 
ably in excess of those of a week ago. The 
aggregate, so far as reported, is as follows: 
of November 5,000 bushels (none sold last week 
of December 3,000 bushels (as against 8 cars 
and 1,000 bushels last week); of January 1,000 
bushels (no sales last week); and of May 3 cars 
and 40,000 bushels (as against 15,000 bushels the 
week preceding). 

: OILS. 

Not much of interest has transpired in the 
cotton oil market during the week. Business 
is quiet, owing to a moderate demand. Fresh 
arrivals appear to be for the major part de- 
livered on contract. Buyers do not manifest 
any avidity to buy, seemingly considering 
present prices too high. The low price of lard 
tends to perpetuate a Jack of confidence, to 
say nothing of the influence which it exerts 
upon the minor consumptive trade in oil, the 
aggregate of which in this market is consider- 
able. Bids are solicited, but putative pur- 
chasers are shy, and offerings are not super- 
abundant. Receipts are chiefly confined to 
Texas oil, and are generally of good quality, 
with the exception of crude, of which com- 
paratively little is prime. No change in val- 
ues can be noted. 

Lard oil is quiet, the demand being reported 
rather tame. For extra winter presscd quo- 
tations vary, according to brands, from W@ 
4c. No.1 is slow and quoted at 35@36c. 
“Advices received here from Rotterdam indi- 
cate that the prognostications of last week 
regarding the Dutch oleo market were well 
founded. In other words, prices have fallen 
and business has been correspondingly aug- 
mented. Apart from a few sules on private 
terms, fancy varieties have declined to 50 
florins, and the week’s range for No. | has 
been 54@59f, and for No. 2 87@49f. Within 
these limits there has been an exceedingly 
active business, sales having aggregated the 


‘extraordinary number of 8,160 tierces, as 


against about 950 last week and 747 the week 
before. These phenomenal sales have oper- 
ated to reduce the stocks in importers hands 
to about 1,500 tcs. They are soon to be re- 
plenished, however, this week’s exportations 
hy the steamer Amsterdam footing up 3,500 
tes, as against 2,700 tes last week and 5,403 the 
week preceding. There are to be two extra 
steamers next week—she Dago, on the 18th, 
and the Ohio, on the 22d—and it is expected 
that both these and the regular steamer are 
likely to carry out liberal consignments. The 
local mardet is steady and normally active, 
but otherwise featureless. 

PAINTS, 

Trade during the week has been about up 
to the average for the season. Mixed paint 
men are busy, and some of them report the 
receipt of satisfactory orders for delivery dur- 
ing the coming three or four months, a fact 
which certainly indicates no lack of confidence 
on the part of buyers in the maintenance of 
prices. 

White lead is not particularly active, con- 
sumers having apparently supplied their im- 
mediate wants, and no one being disposed to 
buy in advance of future developments. Job- 
bers are gratified by the REPORTER'S state- 
ment that it is authoritively announced that 
arrangements more favorable to jobbers will 
be made for the coming season, and await 
more definite information with interest. The 
Missouri corroders are calling in their con- 
tracts with the city trade, but announce that 
the same schedule of prices and rates will be 
maintained until further notice. 

The market for dry colors presents no feat- 
ures of interest. Prices are steady but the 
movement is quiet, and it is expected that 
matters will bear this aspect for some time to 
come, Quicksilver vermilion is in very light 
request, and to this circumstance is attributed 
the fact that the price has not advanced. Paris 
green remains in substantially the same posi- 
tion as a week ago. There are rumors of im- 
pending sharp competition, and while the sit- 
uation savors of uncertainty it is certainly 
not uninteresting. Buyers are chary and it is 
not an easy matter to get a price. 

A new varnish concern has been incorpor- 
ated here this week by A. Freeman, A. A. 
Morrill and Susie Johnson, for the manufac- 
ture of black varnishes and japans. Itis tobe 
known as the Black Enamel Manufacturing 
Company and its capital stock is $1,000. 

A company to mine for lead (and other ores) 
with a capital stock of $208,000 has been invor- 
porated at Vermont, in this state. Its name 
is the Clara Belle Mining and Milling Company 
and the incorporators are G. D. Foster, W. F. 
Durell and G. L. Durell. 

Mr. George H. Vrooman, president of the 
National Paint and Varnish Association is in 
receipt of information from Cincinnati and 
Detroit to the effect that a movement for the 
formation of a local club is on foot in each 
city. At the latter city a meeting had been 
called for last Tuesday, but what was done has 
not as yet been learned. 

DRUvGs. 

Business is fairly good, but is principally of 
ajobbing description, very little disposition 
being shown to buy in anticipation of future 
requirements. In its general features the 
the market presents few changes of import- 
ance, 

Rochelle salts exhibit another advance of 
1\e, which is attributed to the appreciation in 
argols. To day’s jobbing price is 28c in bar- 
rels and #2%c in smaller quantities. Gum cam- 
phor has appreciated two cents in sympathy 
with the recent advance inthe East. Jobbers 
are asking 40c in quantities less than barrel 
lots. The local trade is disposed to attribute 
the rise to a reaction from prices which were 
too low rather than to place absolute confi- 
denee in the manufacturerers’ claim of diffi- 
culty in obtaining crude. Balsam tolu shows 
no weakness here and jobbers are reported to 
be firm holders at 50 cents. Balsam capaiba 
exhibits much strength and higher grades 
command slightly higher prices, jobbing at #5c. 

Opium is in normal request and quotably 
firm at $3 50 for gum and $490 for powdered. 

Quinine has advanced a cent in second hands 
local jobbers now asking 32c in 100 ounce cans. 
Manufacturers’ agents quote 29}4@30c, but 
most of the sales reported have been on private 
terms. There were some large sales in the 
first half of the week, but the aggregate 
volume of business has not been equal to that 
of a week ago. There seems to be more faith 
among buyers, who have moderately replen- 
ished their stocks, but there is absolutely no 
disposition to buy for a rise. Nor, so far as 
this market at least is concerned,do manu- 
facturers display any inclination to sell to 
speculative purchasers. Expectation among 
conservative observers here favors a firm 
market for some time to come, with possibly 
somewhat higher prices in the future, So tar 
asthe West is concerned, speculative stocks, 
with the exception of a fewlots of old, very 
high priced quinine, are not believed to be 
large. They have been little by little reduced 
—largely by resale to jobbers—and have grad- 
ually passed into consumption. 

Among minor matters of interest in the local 
trade is the transfer which has just been made 
of the premises occupied by the Fuller & Ful- 
ler Co. of this city under lease from the Peck 
estate to A. C. & David Kelly. 

The dilemma in which the St. Louis drug 
houses find themselves in regard to the sale of 
patent medicines under the recent interpreta- 
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tien of the Missouri Anti-Trust Law is re- 
garded with much interest here. Private 
letters from that city, however, intimate that 
the trade will maintain prices without refer- 
ence te any agreement with the manufac- 
turers. 

CHEMICALS, 

In the chemical market there has been a fair 
volume of business, but it has been mainly of 
a jobbing description, and in no one line can 
there be said to have been, There is reported 
a fair inquiry all along the list, but an indis- 
position to place orders at market quotations, 
With the exception of chlorate of potash 
however, there cannot be gaid to have been 
any actual decline, while, with the exception 
of caustic soda, the general list is exceedingly 
firm. 

Carbonated ash (English) on spot commands 
fancy prices, in consequence of scarcity, being 
quoted at $1 55@1 6C ; 48%, to arrive, commands 
$1 45@1 474, and prompt delivery is impossible. 
Demand has been rather quiet for some time 
past, but it is thought in some quarters that 
the determination of the Western Flint Glass 
Vial and Bottle Makers’ Association to ad- 
vance the price of their output to an amount 
equivalent to the advance in the cost of raw 
material may have a stimulating influence 
upon the market. Caustic ash continues quiet 
and unchanged. 

Solvay ash isin about the same position as 
English carbonated, i.e., scarce on spot and 
sales to arrive made only on deferred delivery. 
A few car loads of spot sold this week imme- 
diately upon arrival, commanding 1 55@1 60c, 
and it is said that sellers might have ob- 
tained 1 75c with equal ease. Future delivery 
sales are on the basis of 1 48@1 50c for 48%. 

There are buyers of salt cake in the market, 
but in view of the uncertainty as to prices in 
foreign markets after January 1, sellers are 
unwilling to name prices. They talk about 
92c, and on any such basis as this purchasers 
are entirely willing to curb their impatience 
and await developments. 

The disproportion between salt cake and 
caustic soda is puzzling every dealer in the 
market. The latter is still quoted at 2 57}40 for 
round lots (60%), but as this is the same quota- 
tion which prevailed during the period of 
cheaper canal freights, the market may be 
called a shade easier. There are moderate 
jobbing sales, bus buyers do not feel disposed, 
in view of the prevalent feeling of uncer- 
tainty, to do more than supply their present 
necessities. 

Bleaching powder is in light request, with no 
change in prices, being still quoted at 1 95c, 
but not remarkably firm. 

Cream tartar is selling freely and steadily 
for consumption and is very firm at 26}¢c for 
crystals and 27@27}¢c for powdered. 

Alum is unchanged as regards either de- 
mand, which continues excellent, or prices, 
which arc firm, although not manifesting the 
upward tendency which has been predicted 
for some weeks. 

Chlorate of potash has fallen in sympathy 
with advices from abroad. The decline does 
not excite much surprise here as the recent 
advance was considered too abrupt. The 
variation in the English market calls; forth 
more comment, and issupposed to be a ques- 
tion of brand. To-day’s prices inthis market 
may be called lic for 25c and 50c key lots. The 
movement, however, is not brisk. 

Except as noted above, the market is de- 
void of interesting features. The latter mark 
is equally applicable to the dye market, which 
isnormally active, but shows po chang» worth 
noting. 

THE GLASS TRADE. 

This week we have had two visiting glass 
men in the city—Mr. Fred. Smith, of Pitts- 
burg, and Mr. George Johnson, of the North 
Baltimore (O.) Works. 

The latter came fresh from last Wednesday's 
conference at Findlay, O.,the gathering at 
that point being the second held by the win- 
dow glass manufacturers of the Ohio gas belt. 
Sixteen factories, most of them of one or two 
furnaces capacity, were represented, five be- 
ing located at Findlay, six at other points in 
Ohio and ten in Indiana. In the course of 
conversation with members of the trade here, 
Mr. Johnson said that the object of the meet- 
ings was to consult as to the best basis on 
which to form an association for the mutual 
advantage and protection of the interests rep- 
resented. The small manufacturers of the 
terrifory covered by these works did not, asa 
rule, believe that it would be for their benefit 
to be absorbed by either of the companies now 
existing. They deemed it better to form an 
independent organization which might act in 
haru:ony with its business competitors in the 
matter of prices and at the same time consti- 
tute aseparate faetor in thesituation. The 
Pittsburg schedule of prices was adopted and 
acommittee appointed to visit that city and 
confer with the officers of the Western Asso- 
ciation. Another meeting will be held at 
Findly to listen to this committee's report. 

Mr. Smith, of Pittsburg, made no secret of 
the object of his visit. He came to confer 
with the officers of the United Glass Company 
onthe subject of an amalgamation of inter- 
ests. One of the officers of the latter corpora- 
tion admitted that measures looking to that 
end were under consideration and discussion, 
but said that as yet no definite action had 
been taken. 

Jobbers report trade as excellent, Chicage 
jobbers have twice advanced their prices by 
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pect for the future under the new combina- 
tion very flattering. All the delegates depos- 
ited a forfeit of $100 with the treasurer to be 
covered into the general treasury in the event 
of violating any of the agreements entered 
into in forming the association. 

The proposition to join the proposed combi- 
nation of the window glass manufacturers of 
the United States to regulate prices aad cut out 
foreign importations was brought up in the 
meeting and discussed by the delegates, but 
nothing wasdone toward becoming a part of 
that association, the consensus of opinion be- 
ing that the scheme was impracticable at pre- 
sent because no combination could be made 
that would prevent individual members of the 
several associations from cutting prices should 


for nothing so quickly reveals itself as re- 
gards excellence of quality, or the reverse, as 
carriage varnish.

that the spring will find manufacturers with- 
out any accumulation of stocks. Other cir- 


cumstances, which are pointed out as tending 
to justify the wrophecy of an unusually favor- 
able year in the trade, so far as the inherent 
improbability of overproduction is concerned, 
are the exclusion of the foreign blowers and 
the contemplated incision of the New England 
market by the Un'ted Glass Company, who 
purpose placing their product there in com- 
petition with that of foreign factories to a far 
wider extent than ever before. The inference 
which the local trade draws from all this is 
that while no immediate change in prices is 
probable, an ultimate advance is certainly not 
among the impossibilities.

A Case Decided in Favor of D. Rosen- 

berg & Sons. 


In November, 1877, a copartnership was 
formed between Messrs. Herman Rosenberg, 
Theodore Rosenberg and Julius Goldman, 
under the firm name and style of D. Rosen- 
berg & Sons, for the purpose of carrying on 
thé business of manufacturing varnishes and 
japans. 

The Messrs. Rosenberg, as a part of thei 
contribution to the capital stock of the con 
cern conveyed to the new concern the lote and 
buildings which had theretofore been occu- 
pied by them as a varnish factory at Long 
Island City at a valuation of $15,000, at the 
same time agreeing, upon the liquidation of 
the business, to take back the said land and 
buildings at the same figure. 

In the spring of 1879 an accidental fire de- 
stroyed the buildings constituting said fac- 
tory. At the time of the fire there was in- 
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surance in torce on the buildings in favor of 
the firm, and upon an adjustment of the loss 
the insurance companies paid to the firm the 
amount of loss so shown, The cash s0 re- 
ceived from the insurance companies went 
into the genera] assets of the firm and was 
used by it in the same manner as other cash 
collected or received. The destroyed build- 
ings were never rebuilt,and the real estate 
continued atter the fire to be used by the firm 
in connection with or as an adjunct to other 
real estates, which the firm acquired immedi- 
ately after the fire as more suitable and better 
adapted to the growing demands of their busi- 
ness. 

The firm was dissolved on July 1st, 1880. 

In an action for an accounting and 
a settlemert of the copartnership af- 
fairs between the partners, the Court 
of Appeals has recently rendered a decision 
upon the very interestin,; question arising 
upon the foregoing state of facts, to wit; 
Whether the Messrs. Rosenberg were stil 
liable, in spite of the change wrought in the 
condition of the factory property by fire, to 
take back the same and stand charged upon 
their capital accounts with the sum of $15,000 
as an equivalent therefor, or whether, on the 
other hand, the destruction of the buildings 
and the failure to rebuild the same released 
them from that covenant and made the loss 
caused by the fire one which had to be borne 
equally under the articles of copartnership by 
all the partners 

The plaintiff, Mr. Goldman, contended that 
the loss was one to be borne individually by 
the defendants, the Messrs. Rosenberg, on the 
theory that they could not be excused from 
the performance of their contract by the hap- 
pening of an unforeseen accident against 
which they might have provided and protect- 
ed themselves in the contract itself. The ref- 
eree before whom the case was tried adopted 
this view and rendered a decision upon which 
judgment was entered in favor ot the plaint- 
iff. 

Upon appeal to the General Term of the 
Court of Common Pleas that court unani- 
mously affirmed the judgment. 

A further appeal was taken to the Court of 
Appeals, by the defendants, their contention 
being, that inasmuch as the contract clearly 
contemplated the continued existence of the 
factory property in the condition in which it 
was contributed by the defendants, its destruc- 
tion, or material change or aJteration made it 
impossible to carry out the contract so en- 
tered into and made a case of ‘impossibility 
of performance,” such as is recognized by well 
settled rules of law as excusing performance 
and relieving the parties from the covenant 
and from performance. 

This view prevailed in the Court of Appeals, 
which reversed the judgment of the General 
Term and of the Referee, Judge Haight 
writing the opinion of the court which was 
concurred in by all of the judges. 


Strange to say, no precise precedent seems to 
have existed for this case. The decision, how- 
ever, as appears from the opinion of Judge 
Haight and from the brief of the attorney for 
the defendants in the Court of Appeals, pro- 
ceeds upon well settled underlying general 
principles and is abundantly supported by 
auttorities more or less analogous. We quote 
the following from the opinion of the Court 
of Appeals: 

*“ Applying the principle stated * * * to 
the question under consideration we find that 
the copartnership was the owner of the prem- 
ises, having the legal title thereto at the time 
the fire occurred, and had the premises in- 
sured. That the defendants were not the 
owners, legal or equitable. They did not have 
an insurable interest in the premises. It is 
true that they had agreed to purchase the 
premises at a time fixed upon in the future at 
a stipulated price, but that agreement had 
reference to the existence of the property in 
substantially the same condition, reasonable 
use and wear excepted, that it was in at 
the time the agreement was made, 
and at that time the factory  build- 
ings were in existence. Since then 
they have been destroyed by fire and the 
value of the property has largely depreciated 
in consequence thereof. The defendants did 
not agree to purchase the premises without 
the buildings, and it is no longer possible for 
the plaintiff or the members of the copartner- 
ship to convey and give title to that portion 
of the premises destroyed by fire. 

“Weare therefore of the opinion that per- 
formance of the contract in that regard can 
no longer be enforced.” 

Messrs. E. H. Benn and J. A. Koones were 
the plaintiff's attorneys, and Mr. Julius J.

Names of 
advertising cutters will be furnished you by 
the sub-committeee, and you should file and 
refuse rebate discount to all such. 

The very life of the contract system depends 
upon the carrying out in good faith the sec- 
ond recommendation in this resolution, May 
I hope that you will agree to be governed by 
both in your future transaction? 

Thanking you again in behalf of our com- 
mittee, our association and the wholesale 
druggists in general for your continual co-op- 
erationin our efforts in favor of uniform 
prices and proper business methods. y

The Agitation in Missouri over the 
Anti-Trust Law. 


President Alex Euston of the Linseed Oil 
Trust, who has been in St. Louis for several 
days was seen at the office of the Collier White 
Lead and Oil Co. by a reporter of the St. Louis 
Republic, and in addition to more yaluable in- 
formation concerning the working of the 
anti-trust law gave a most interesting inter- 
view upon the subject of trusts in general, 
their recent movements, present position and 
contemplated course in the future. “The 
probability of the Lead Trust dissolving its 
trust formation” said Mr. Euston, “and reor- 
ganizing as a corporate company under New 
Jersey laws, is not to be seriously considered 
fora moment. Such action is not being con- 
templated by its managers, and has never 
been. Thetrust formation possesses certain 
advantages in the handling of large combined 
interests scattered throughout the country 
that cannot be obtained if organized under 
any other system, and being entirely within 
the law there is no cause for its abandon- 
ment. These rumors of such action being 
imminent have their origin in Wall 
street, and are unheeded by the management 
of the trusts. To-day’s excitement in Lead 
Trust certificates, resulting from heavy sales 
in New York of St. Louis holdings, is caused 
entirely by Wall street manipulation and has 
no foundation on facts affecting the real value 
ot the certificates. I can assign no other rea- 
son for it and am very sure there is none to 
be given beyond the groundless rumors set 
afloat for speculative purposes. These re- 
ports have as their basis of oredibility, the 
recent reorganization of the Cotton Oil Trust 
into a corporatiun chartered by the State of 
New Jersey, which has given rise to the belief 
that a general movement of that nature is 
being contemplated to evade the effects of 
anti-trust legislation. As a matter of fact 
the Cotton Oil Trust was reorganized, not to 
escape anti-trust laws, but for a widely differ- 
ent reason, Owing to this condition, which 
was known to be such as to inspire certificate- 
holders with apprehension and mistrust, the 
Cotton Oil people decided on reorganizing as 
a means of inspiring more confidence in the 
public mind. As a corporate company, with 
its books and statements open to the stock- 
holders it was thought that much of this feel- 
ing of suspicion would be allayed, and its se- 
curities would thereby gain a steadier tone in 
the speculative market. 

TEST CASE DECISION. 

“The decision in the test case against the 
Sugar Trust recently rendered in the Su- 
preme Court of New York is not considered 
as being ominously significant in its bearings 
upon the legality of trusts, and has caused no 
apprehension in trust circles. The formation 
ofthe Sugar Trust is, in one especial and 
important feature, radically different from 
that of the other trusts, and a decision such as 
that just rendered, while it may stand 
against the Sugar Trust, does not af- 
fect the legality of the others. [I donot 
care to state what is the difference between 
the Sugar Trust formation and that of the re- 
maining trusts,as it might be thought I was 
infiuenced by interested motives in pointing 
out the defects of another organization. 
There is no anti-trust law in New York 
State, the legislature having repeatedly re- 
fused to enact such a law, and the test case 
against the Sugar Trust was based upon the 
violation of a company’s charter by allowing 
its plant to remain idle longer than two 
years. Now, as to the working of the Mis- 
souri anti-trust law, and the attitude of the 
trusts towards it, I would say in the first 
ploce, that the law overreaches itself, is too 
wide in scope, and if itcan be enforced will 
work the greatest injury to the commercial 
and manufacturing interests of the State. Ita 








Provisions are a standing threat to the invest- 
ment of capital, and their chief effect will be 
to drive out manufacturing interests and 
Place an insurmountable barrier to commer- 
cial presperity and development. As to my 
opinion of its constitutionality, when I am 
confronted by the fact that it interferes with 
private rights, establishes improper restric- 
tions upon ordinary business, and imposes 
unjust penalties for non-conformance with 
its provisions, I can have but one opinion, 
that it is utterly and thoroughly un- 
constitutional. I would state, however, 
that the corporations in this State con- 
nected with the Lead Trust have signed and 
forwarded to the Secretary of State the affi- 
davits required by him under that law, and did 
so with perfect honesty. Those corporations, 
as such, belong to no trust; they have a sep- 
arate and distinct existence under their chart- 
ers from the State, and assuch are not illegally 
combined. What the stockholders may have 
done is another matter. If they have seen fit 
to dispose of their stock for any considera- 
tion they may have thought satisfactory, that 
is another matter. Itis exactly the same as if 
the stockholders of ten different companies 
should sell their stock to one man. Sucha 
sale would not offset the separate existence of 
the companies themselves. This is the position 
taken by these companies under legal advice, 
and under which they signed the affidavits re- 
quired, 
LEGAL PENALTIES. 


“As to the penalties to be enforced by the 
law, I fail to see anything particularly dis- 
astrousin the revocation of charters issued 
by the State of Missouri. There is nothing 
pacticularly xdvantageous in such charters, 
beyond the fact that there are certain limits 
to the habilities of stockholders which are not 
as fully defined in the laws of other States. I 
was told only to-day by the head ofa large 
St. Louis corporation that his company pro- 
posed to take no action tawards conforming 
with the State law, and that upon revocation 
of its charter it will oiganize in East St. Louis 
under the Illinois law and go right ahead. I 
have no doubt but what this will be done in 
other instances, and can see no reason why it 
should not work. It will simply result, as I 
said, in a loss to the State caused by the driv- 
ing out of corporations already organized 
here and preventing others from coming in. 

“The Linseed Oil Trust has not been listed 
on the New York Stock Exchange, although 
the exchange has offered to list the certifi- 
cates if desired. The certificates of this 
trust are principally held as an investment, 
and there are but few offered on the market. 
It isnot a speculative stock. The people who 
have bought in linseed oil are satisfied with 
its returns, and so there has really never been 
any reason for its being listed on the Stock 
Exchange. I do not think any action toward 
such a result will be taken, although it may 
develop in the future should the stock come 
on the market in any considerable quantities 


EEFECT OF TRUSTS. 


“If the public would keep sight of several 
important facts regarding trusts this general 
war would have no existence. The first and 
vital aim of all trusts has been by combining 
to be able to reduce the market price of a 
commodity. In this they have generally suc- 
ceeded, owing to the great lessening of ex- 
penses caused by such combination, and it is 
also a fact that while the marketed product 
decreases in price under the trust system, the 
price paid for the raw material has been 
greater. Thisisall matter of record, and I 
fail to see where the injustice to the public 
lies in such a result.” 


THE LEAD COMPANIES NOT ALARMED. 

With the arrival of the last day for afii- 
davits required under the Missouri anti-trust 
law to be filed with Secretary of State Lesueur 
by corporations doing business in the State, 
the question of the effect of the law upon 
commercial interests, the general attitude of 
corporate companies towards it, and the re- 
sults of non-compliance with its provisions 
became of the greatest public interest and 
importance. The authoritative utterances 
of President Alex Euston, of the Lin- 
seed Oil Trust, bearing upon the subject, 
were particularly timely, anc, coming from 
such a source, carried a weight of significance, 
as to the course to be pursued by the trusts 
under the new law that obtained for the inter- 
view the closest attention. Mr. Euston’s 
denial of the rumored dissolution of the lead 
trust, and his explanation of the position taken 
by its St. Louis contingent in signing the 
affidavits certifying that the corporations 
were not parties to a trust agreement etc., 
threw considerable light upon the relative 
views of the matter, and opens up a field of 
intesting speculation as to whether such a 
position is or is not tenable. 

The feeling among the parties most con- 
cerned, the local representatives of the lead 
trust, is evidently one of but little apprehen- 
sion as to the acceptability of the affidavits 
signed by their respective secretaries and for- 
warded to Jefferson City. They have complied 
with the law by certifying that, as corpora- 
tions, they are not members of any trust or 
combination, and there is nothing more to be 
done. With a view to ascertaining the exact 
position of the two most important local trust 
corporations in the matter,a reporter of the 
St. Louis Republic visited the offices of the St. 
Louis Lead and Oil Co. and the Collier White 


Lead and Oil Co. and interviewed a represen- 


tative of each concern. 


Mr. Geo. O. Carpenter, Jr., secretary of the 
St. Louis Lead and Oil Co., said: “We hav 
forwarded the necessary affidavit to the Sec- 
retary of State as requested. I have nota 
copy of the affidavit, but it has been fre- 
quently published before, so there would be 
no reason for giving it in full again. There 
has never been any question of the dissolution 
of the National Lead Trust, and neither has 
there been any idea of the St. Louis companies 
withdrawing from it. I do not care to discuss 
the matter for publication, and simply confine 
myself to the above statements. I have no 
opinion to express as to the Missouri law, 
aa as to its formation or constitutional- 
ty.” 

Col. Thos. Richeson, president of the Collier 
White Lead and Oil Co., said: ‘*I think it will 
be found that Mr. Euston’s position is correct. 
The Collier company had no hesitatation in 
signing an affidavitthat, as a corporation, it 
was nota member of any trust or combina- 
tion, What its stockholders may have done 
with the stock is another thing, and it strikes 
me that the State in following up that ques- 
tion would be somewhat infringing upon 
private rights. As a corporation the 
Collier Co., under its charter, has its 
own board of officers, holds its regu- 
lar meetings, and is in every way 
separate and distinct from any other corpora- 
tion. Itcertainly is in no trust or combina- 
tion to regulate either the price or output of 
its product. As president of the company I 
change the prices of our product as 
I see proper, without consulting with 
anyone, and direct its affairs as I 
have always done. There has never been any 
question of dissolving the Lead Trust, and 
as forthe Missouri corporations reported to 
be about to draw out from it, I would say that 
this does not concern the officers of the com- 
panies mentioned, and is a question to be set- 
tled by the stockholders themselves. It has 
never been considered by the stockholders, 
and I would remark that there are but 
few of the original stockholders now among 
the owners of trust certificates. There would 
not be the slightest difficulty in case of a re- 
vocation of acharter by the State of Missouri, 
in the company thus losing its corporate 
rights organizing under the laws of another 
State and transacting business in Missouri. 
It is true that the Missouri anti-trust law is 
also directed against corporations in other 
States, but in enforcing such a law the inter- 
state commerce law would be directly violated, 
as well as the Uonstitution of tbe United 
States, and no court would sustain sucha 
proceeding. It is exactly similar to the spirit 
of the Texas license law, which has been de- 
clared unconstitutional, and if corporations 
outside the State comply with the provisions 
of the anti-trust law. it will be simply to 
avoid the trouble and expense of a suit. 

“In my opinion the law is not only uncon- 
stitutional, but is carelessly drawn up, and 
offers every reason to suppose it will never 
be successfully enforced. In fact, I don't 
believe the charter of any of the 1,200 corpor- 
ations reported as not having yet filed the 
required affidavit will be revoked. The Sec- 
retary of State will simply report the list of 
those corporations to the Attorney-General, 
which will constitute the full performance of 
his duties. These corporations will then be 
reported to the prosecuting attorneys of the 
respective cities or counties where they may 
be located, and in the suits following, the un- 
constitutionality of the anti-trust law will be 
decided, and the whole thing come to an 
end.”

The Tank Process of Glass Making. 


Inalengthy communication to the Ameri- 
can Glass-Worker Mr. H. L.. Dixon, of Pitta- 
burg gives some very interesting and instruct- 
ive facts regarding the manufacture of 
window glass by the tank process, which he 
gathered during a recent visit to England, 
Belgium and France, made expressly for the 
purpose of studying the system asin use there. 
Regarding the opposition to the introduction 
of new methods and appliances, Mr. Dixon 
says that every one familiar with the history of 
the glass business knows that there has been 
little improvement in the furnaces and appli- 
ances used in the manufacture of window 
glass until recent years, and, like in all cases 
where new methods are introduced, there are 
people to be found who will declare they are 
not practicable and will not work, simply be- 
cause they are different from the old methods 
which they have been accustomed to. This 
only retards but does not stop the introduc- 
tion and general adoption of new methods. 

In England, France and Belgium, he contin- 
ues, they have first introduced the “Seimens,” 
* Fourcault” and “ Boitius’’ systems of ap- 
plying gas to their melting furnaces and flat- 
tening ovens, while our manufacturers have 
been content to goon in the sameold way, 
and use the same furnaces that have been in 
use for years, allowing our foreign competi- 
tors to supply one-fourth of our consumption 
of window glass. The introduction of natural 
gas for this purpose has changed the condition 
of affairs somewhat, but only temporarily, for 
economy in the use of this fuel will soon be as 
necessary to Our manufacturers as economy 
in the use of coal was, or would be nowif they 
were still using it,

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead opened very quiet, following the 
date of our last issue. Consumers were not 
disposed to test the market, having sufficient 
supplies for the present, and the attention of 
speculative operators were held by copper 
and tin. Consequentiy, there has been very 
little business to record, and prices have sagged 
off somewhat from the point touched at the 
close last week. To-day the market was still 
in a quiescent state, and prices were somewhat 
nominal at 3.8244@3.85c. The Chicago market 
according to Messrs. Everett & Post has re- 
flected the feeling here. At the opening it 
was quiet at 3.70c, but on weaker reports from 
New York prices fell off and the close on 
Saturday was dull at 3.60c bid and 3.6°c asked, 
sales being limited to carluad lots, The St. 
Louis market has also shown a declining ten- 
dency, closing on Saturday at 3.€2}4c asked. 

White lead comman‘is a fair share of atten- 
tion for the time of year but we hear of no 
important sales and there is not much in- 
quiry for forward delivery. No change has 
been made as yet in the schedule of prices and 
discounts, and we continue to quote 7c net 
for lots of less than 500 Ibs, and 7c for lots 
of 500 lbs and over, less a rebate of iéc per Ib, 
60 days’ time, or a discount of 2% per cent will 
be allowed for cash in fifteen days from date 
of invoice. To buyers of a total of ten tons of 
pure load during the year, counting all brands, 
an extra rebate of 4c per Ib will be paid, pay- 
able July Ist and December 3lst, provided de- 
liveries have been made of such quantity prior 
to each of those dates. 


French zincs have been unchanged and are 
selling in u fair jobbing way, American oxide 
of ziuc has continued in fair request at pre- 
vious rates, with the market featureless. 

Dry Colors. 
REDS. 

Trading, in the general market for the sev- 
eral pigments has been far from active during 
the week under review and dealers are given 
to believe that from now on the demand will 
be small and merely to supply pressing needs. 
There have been absolutely no features be- 
yond the report that the new year will wit- 
ness the launching of two new houses, or 
rather the reorganization of one uow in the 
trade, while the other will be an absolutely 
new concern. Prices are without change and 
have ruled steady. 

English venetian reds have found a moder- 
ate outlet in a jobbing way, but the situation 
of affairs is identical with a week ago. Do- 
mestic grades bave continued in nioderate 
request at previous figures. 

Orange Mineral—Supplies of the foreign 
kinds continue to come forward slowly, and 
as usual are taken up as soon as received. The 
demand has continued fair while prices show 
no alteration. A moderate business has trans- 
pired in the domestic article at our former 
prices. 

Cobalt oxide has continued quiet, and the 
market will in all probability continne with- 
out feature until the advent of the new year. 

Red lead and litharge have sold in the cus- 
tomary manner for consumption, but the 
business has transpired wholly without fea- 
ture at our previously quoted prices, 

Carmine has been inquired for by the reg u- 
lar consumers and all wants have been sup- 
plied without comment by dealers, at prices 
which are identical with a week ago. 

Quicksilver Vermilion—The price of the raw 
material has continued at former rates, with 
the result that vermilion, while not quotably 
changed, has ruled exceedingly firm. The de- 
mand has been of the moderate jobbing de- 
scription and has been attached with little in- 
terest. 

BLUES. 

There has been absolutely nothing of fresh 
interest in the market for blue pigments. 
The trading has been wholly uneventful, and 
has been consummated at our previous prices 
in all instances, The demand has been pretty 
well distributed over the several articles. 

GREENS. 

Green pigments have received their full 
share of attention, but as in the balance of 
the market the demand has been moderate 
and strictly of a jobbing nature. There have 
been no further developments in the market 
for paris, and no further meetings of the 
makers have been held. 

Metallic Paints: 

The antagonism which has prevailed for 
some months between two of the principal 
makers has had the effect of steadily reducing 
prices to what the manufacturers claim are

unremunerative, and have thoroughly and 
effectively demoralized the market for this 
commodity. The competition was inaugu- 
rated and carried on principally on the brown 
color, which enters most into consumption, 
and the makers of the other colors have been 
forced to follow suit and reduce values. 
During the past few weeks, however, there 
seems to have been a disposition to steady the 
market somewhat, and one manufacturer ad- 
vanced his price tw » dollars above the figures 
quoted in our columns, but other dealers con- 
tinue to quote brown at the published rates.

Sulphate of Barytes—There has been a con- 
tinued fair jobbing demand at previous prices 
and there have been no features beyond a re- 
port that some of the mines in Virginia are 
flooded, but as thisis regarded as only a tem- 
porary interruption it has had no effect on the 
market, as there is a sufficient supply of the 
foreign and domestic article for all present 
requirements. 


Chalk—This market continues without ani- 
mation. There have been no new offers and 
as far as known, no vessels are loading on the 
other side. There isa plentiful supply in the 
hands of consumers and the lack of arrivals 
causes no uneasiness. 


China Clay—Some of the superior qualities 
arestated to be scarce, although there have 
been several arrivals and the stock in first 
handsisnot large with the exception of some 
brands that are used for special purposes, 
Sales have been fairly satisfactory, and prices 
have been maintained. The prospects for the 
future is said to be excellent, both as regards 
the supply and demand, and dealers are mak- 
ing their usual importation with the expecta- 
tion that the trade will warrant the step. 


Talc—The best brands of genuine imported 
are said not to be in excessive supply, and fora 
really fine article a good demand is said to be 
prevailing, which is not thoroughly satisfied 
by the articles quoted inthe market. Some of 
the dealers, however, have been making ar- 
rangements to supjly the demand. There is 
a good supply of the ordinary grades of for- 
eign and of the domestic qualities, and rather 
a drooping market is reported. 


Terra Alta—The strictly first-class qualities 
are said to be prectically out of the 
market, and the reported exhaustion 
of the No. 1 American stone has tended 
to make the market, for ‘the moment, 
quite bare better class of goes, while 
the lower qualities are in full supply. This 
state of affairs is not expected to extend over 
the close of the year, however, as arrange- 
ments have been made to bring sufficient stock 
here to supply reasonable demands. No. 2 
American is in fair average demand and prices 
are unchanged. The previously noted advance 
has been maintained. 

Whiting—Under free offerings the market 
continues in a somewhat drooping condition 
with some of the manufacturers, and while 
there can hardly be said to be any quotable 
change from last week there has certainly 
been no improvement in what are considered 
to be the low prices that are now ruling, but 
as the season of indoor drying is now at hand 
it is hoped that what is said to be the better or 
air dried article will show an appreciation in 
value before a great while.

The market for American window glass con- 
tinues to show a very firm tone, while the 
demand is unusually good for the season.

‘The proposed combination 
of the western manufactures is not yet com- 
pleted but it is believed that it will be organ- 
ized so as to assume control of the Western 
markets at least by January Ist. The 
manufacturers of the Ohio and Indiana gas 
belt have formed a local association, particu- 
lars of which will be found elsewhere. 

For French glass the demand is moderate. 
The importers held a meeting to-day but 
made no change in prices, the discount re- 
maining 75@5«. 





PLATB GLASS. 

The scarcity of medium and small sizes of 
plate, and the fact that the manufacturers 
are sold up pretty closely for the balance of 
the year, has caused an advance of 5% on glass 
measuring less than ten feet, Largersizes are 
still quoted at 50and 10%. The market is still 
active, and dealers look for a continuance of 
the demand far into the winter owing to the 
great amount of building going on.

Discovery of Lead Ore. 


From Neunkirchen, Germany, an event of 
wide reaching industrial importance for that 
neighborhood is reported, In the vicinity of 
the Leonora and Aurora lead miues a course 
of lead ore has just been revealed at a depth 
of twenty-five meters under the level of the 
adit; the course is some eighty or ninety cent- 
imeters thick and is all the more valuable as 
the granular masses of native sulphide ef 
lead forty-five tc fifty centimeters, and are 
richly argentiferous. At the beginning of 
the century the mine was worked but after 
about twenty meters of the course had been 
worked to above the second level, operations 
were discontinued, apparently owing to the 
means failing for a deeper working of the 


mine. The opinion was always held by one of 
the mining engineers that this course ex- 
tended deeper, and it is therefore highly satis- 
factory 10 fini that his conjecture has been 
brilliantly contirmed; the mine promises to 
be the best in the Siegen country.—Kuhlow’s 
Review.

415,000. PROCESS OF MAKING CARBON 
DIOXIDE. Issued Noy, 12, 1889. 

Claim.—1. The improvement in the manu- 
facture of carbon dioxide, which consists in 
first raising the temperature of calcium car- 
bonate to the degree requisite for its decom- 
position in an an atmosphere of water-vapor 
by the action of superheated steam thereon 
and then maintaing such temperature and de 
composition by continuing the flow of supe 
heated steam over said carbonate until t ie 
disengagement of its carbon dioxide is accom- 
plished substantially as described. 

2. The improvement in the marufacture of 
carbon dioxide which consists in first raising 
the temperature of calcium carbonate to the 
degree requisite for itg decomposition in an 
atmosphere of water-vapor by direct heat 
from any suitable source, then cutting off 
and removing thesame, and then maintaining 
such temperature by a continued flow of 
superheated steam over said carbonate until 
the disengagement of its carbon dioxide is ac- 
complished, substantially as described. 

8. In the manipulation of calcium carbonate 
for the production of carbon dioxide and 
quicklime, the preliminary heating of said 
carbonate by the direct application of burn- 
ing gases, then cutting off the gaseous fuel 
and admitting a current of superheated 
staam, whereby the necessary temperature is 
maintained and the desired decomposition ef- 
fected, substantially as described, 

4. In the decomposition of calcium carbon- 
te for the production of a mixture of pure 
urbon dioxide and water-vapor, the treating 
of said carbonate with a current of super- 
heated steam at or near the temperature of 
melting copper, substantially as described.

SEED-OIL. Issued Nov. 12, 1889. 

Claim.—1. The described method of thicken- 
ng linseed-oil which consists of mixing with

Vegetable Oils. 

The general market is about steady at pre- 
vious prices with the exception of cotton oil, 
which is lower with the tendency still down- 
ward. The movement ofall kinds has been 
retarded by the disagreeable weather. 


Linseed oil is in the same position as one 
week ago, there being no occasion to alter 
prices. Business is rather light owing to the 
weather and short days. The subject of adul- 
teration and substitution is still being 
agitated in the East and it is proba- 
ble that the question will be 
discussed at the national convention in Jan- 
uary, although some people seem to think 
that it will be dropped like the turpentine 
agitation was when at the most vital point. 
It will be interesting to crushers to learn that 
among the importations this week were 50 
bbls of boiled linseed oil from England. That 
fact has no significance, huwever, as such lots 
are brought here periodically to meet certain 
limited wants. There areseven vessels on the 
way to this port with about 74,000 bags of Cal- 
cutta seed, and four others are about leaving 
Calcutta with an uncertain amount, while 20.000 
bags are now being loaded for Philadelphia. 
It is said that a preference is being shown for 
oil from foreign seed and that the difference 
of 2c isreadily paid. Crushers find it neces- 
sary in consequence to have a liberal supply 
of Calcutta seed on hand. 


The cotton oil market has manifested more 
weakness during the week but the compara- 
tively iow figures have influenced a larger vol- 
ume of business. The activity has been a 
marked feature of trade, both for export and 
domestic account, Crude oil has 
been ‘most in demand and realized~2se 
for strictly prime, which is a decline of 
one cent per gallon since this time last 
week, It has been currently reported that 27c 
would buy crude oil on spot, but we hear of 
no business at that figure except a small Jot 
not considered prime guality. The transac- 
tions in all grades aggregate 5,000 bbls, some 
off color realizing 26c. Prime summer yellow 
has dropped from 37c to 35c, with a comparative- 
ly light movement to report. There is a general 
inquiry as to whether prices have reached 
bottom, but no one is prepared to say what 
the near future may bring forth. Competi- 
tion is stronger than last year, the seed 
market is notin a position to favor crushers, 
and lard, which is the great barometer of 
values, continues rather low in price. The 
only cause now in sight tojoccasion a higher 
range is the cost of the raw material, but 
some parties have enjoyed advantages in this 
respect which would enable them to sell the 
products at the current market rates with 
profit. Compared with this time last year, 
there is a wide difference in price of oil, as 
crude then commanded 43@44c, and summer 
yellow 53@54c. The export movement from 
New York during the week under review ag- 
gregated 142,957 gallons oil and 627 bbls soap 
stock. The latter is offering at 14éc on spot, 
but a less price would buy; trade islight. Our 
New Orleans correspondent wires us to-night 
to the effect that crude oil in bulk is quoted 
at 23c, and in bbisat 25c. Summer yellow oil 
is nominal at 35c. The seed market is quiet 
at $12 per ton, ex-levee bid.

Ceylon Socoanut oil is in better supply, 300 
tons having arrived on the R, Morrow, part of 
which has aiready been disposed of, whiie the 
balance is held firmly at 5c. Store lots com- 
mand 5%c for hhds. Cochin oil has not been 
weakened in price by the arrival of 275 tons on 
the R. Morrow, and 220 tons or 981 hhdson 
the Suffolk, as there is a place for both 
lots, and by another week the market 
is expected to be bare of stock again. Only 
ten tons remain unsold on the Suffolk and this 
is held at the former figure of 6'¢c. Over 200 
pipes have come to hand recently by steamer 
from London and it is understood that these 
have entered consumption at the same figure. 
Stock to arrive in January or February is 
offering at 6c. 

Olive oil is having a moderate outlet 
at irregular prices’, A very good qual- 
ity of Spanish oil has changed hands 
at 7i4c for a round lot and from that to Tic is 
tne range quoted. Again, the announcement 
is made ot higher prices abroad, but. this mar- 
ket has not manifested any evidence of sym- 
pathizing as yet. Soap stock is still in light 
supply and held at firm figures. 

Rapeseed oil has been advanced to 72i¢c by 
some holders on account of stronger foreign 
advices. 


Animal and Fish Olis. 

Fish oils are leaving animal products in the 
shade, as recent developments would indi- 
cate. Both demand and prices have im- 
proved in the line of the former, but the 
latter, while not losing ground, are not gain- 
ing perceptibly. Lard oil remains at the old 
figure of 54c for prime city, with the proba- 
bility good of 53c being accepted for some 
brands. Red oils are in about the same posi- 
tion as one week ago; prices are well main- 
tained and trade is moderately active. 

Cod oil is meeting with a larger outlet, as 
curriers seem to be anticipating wants. Re- 
cent sales of 150 bbls domestic and English 
have been made on the basis of 32c. New- 
foundland oil is quoted at 34@35c. A lot of 
180 cases or 1,800 gis. Japanese cod oil, which 
is referred toin our editorial columns, has 
changed hands at a fraction under 35c for 
curriers’ use. 

More business is to be reported in sperm 
and whale oils, which indicates renewed confi- 
dence in better values being realized in the 
near future, on account of the comparatively 
light arctic catch. Sperm oil has changed 
hands in New Bedford tothe extent of 1,125 
bbls for manufacture at 63c. There are in- 
quiries forexport. Arrivals at New Bedford 
have been 460 bbls. The refined market is un- 
changed. 

The transactions in whale oi] amount to 850 
bbls southern at 40c, which closes up the stock 
held by first hands. Asmall amount of north- 
ern oil is obtainable at 45c. Refined grades 
have been advanced one cent, 

Whalebone is not wanted at the recent to $5 
per lb. No business has been transacted for 
three weeks. Holders seem confident of real- 
izing their price. The total stock is distributed 
as fojlows:

Lard stearine is depressed with 7@7i¢c Still 
quoted for western and city. Oleo stearine is 
doing better at 53¢c asked. 

The tallow market is more active and tend- 
ing higher. The present price of 4c is the 
same quoted one week ago, but little is to be 
had at that figure. 


Naval Stores. 

Spirits Turpentine—The downward tend- 
ency of the market has been steady and em- 
phatic, and to-day’s quotations were two 
cents below those quoted at the same time 
one week ago. The weakening may be 
attributed to the advices which have been 
received from the primary markets, the same 
havingj come lower, and reporting quiet and 
weaker markets at those ports from whence 
the article is shipped. As was expected, buy- 
ers, seeing the tendency of prices, have held 
aloof, except when forced to supply their im 
mediate wants, and this has, of course, had 
anything but a stimulating effect upon the 
market.

The Alleghany Petroleum Field. 

Were the Alleghany county oil field in some 
back woods, it would excite much attention, 
but being so close to many gigantic enter- 
prises of all kinds, it is overshadowed. It 
possesses some peculiar characteristics, how- 
ever. Territory is condemned one month 
that is in high request another. For instance, 
in September, Stowe township territory was 
considered below par, the gas companies hav- 
ing sunk $50,000 without getting any return 
of consequence. Now it is high up in the fig- 
ures, and owners of land are getting a good 
bonus, and some of them refuse to take less 
than what the land might have been bought 
for two months ago. 

Robinson township land was similarly con- 
demned, or at least a considerable portion of 
it, in August, and since then two 300 barrel 
wells have brought it up again, and some peo- 
ple are disposed to copper the condemnation. 
The last well struck, that on the Aiken farm, 
has been injured because the owners would 
not let well enough alone. It started ata 17 
barrel an hour rate, but the owners thought 
itought to do better and drilled further. 
Now they are only getting seven barrels an 
hour. It’sstilla good thing, but the owners 
are sorry, nevertheless, that they were not 
satisfied when they were better off. 

In addition to the Duff City development 
the territory of Bellevue, two and one-half 
or three miles from Alleghany City, is at- 
tracting attention at present. The almost 
entire certainty of getting either oil or gas in 
moderate quantity, combined with the hope 
of striking gusbers, makes the territory de- 
sirable, and people who are not already tied 
up are stiff in their views when would-be 
lessees come around. Mr. James A. McLough- 
lin, of the county recorder’s office, has twenty- 
three acres, and he has refused to take $500 
bonus and one-eighth of the oil, as those who 
want the land refuse to make an agreement 
to operate within any specified time. Many 
lessees are at work tying up property, and it 
is feared by some that if they lease on a small 
bonus or rent, that wells may be so drilled as 
to drain their farms through holes on other 
farms, hence their tenacity in standing out 
fur high rent, oralarge bonus. J. H. Smith 
is picking up territory back of Bellevue, and 
he is supposed to be operating for the Stand- 
ard. 

Arthur Kennedy is president of a company 
that is expected to operate on the Bayne 
farm. Owners of land there think they need 
not be in a hurry to give away their leases, as 
they feel certain they are either on the line 
of the Arbuckle or of the Ewing’s mill devel- 
opment, and possibly in both. 

Drillers on vil wells are not always the hard 
worked, innocent people that some suppose 
them to be. Their knowledge of strata and 
lines is frequently more extensive than that 
of the scientists who discuss the matter learn- 
edly, and occasionally they have known 
enough to work the market intelligently when 
a mystery has been worked. 

A story is told by an Ohio distiller, a Ger- 
man, who made a large fortune evading pay- 
ment of the $2 tax once levied on whisky.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 





TUESDAY EVENING, Nov. 19, 1889. 


The course of the market during the past 
week has been somewhat erratic, though the 
general tendency continues to be towards a 


for the most part been due to buying influ- 
ences, and these have shown the market to be 
very susceptible to any buying movement» 
while persistent selling of small holdings has 
tended to depress prices. The situation con- 
tinues to gain in strength, the deliveries ex- 
ceeding the runs about 25,000 bbls per day, and 
the pipe line reports for the first half of the 
present month warrant the belief that the 
shrinkage in stock during November will ex- 
ceed 700,000 bbls, and may possibly reach 800,000 
bbls. Notwithstanding this difference in pro- 
duction and consumption the market con- 
tinues to be influenced adversely by a few 
efforts to sell. If oil was ever cheap it is 
cheap now, and the wonder is_ that 
operators looking for safe speculative securi- 
ties have not long since taken all the certifi- 
cates obtainable. The situation in the pro- 
ducing regions shows very little change and 
reports from that source continue to be 
bullish. Drilling operations are being pur- 
sued with unabated vigor in every field where 
the prospects appear to warrant the expecta- 
tion of realizing a fair return for the invest- 
ment, but still there is no increase tothe 
production; indeed, the runs thus far this 
month indicate a falling off, the incomplete 
returns showing a daily average of but 51,000 
bbis. Reports of deals and sales of refining 
plants and other oil properties, tending to 
show a concentration of interests, have been 
unusually numerous, but very few of these 
have been more than newspaper reports based 
on rumors, and they now attract very little 
attention andexert no infinence on the mar- 
ket. Trading on the local exchange has 
been very quiet, and the Western ex- 
ctanges?ialso have apparently dropped 
back into the old rut of dullness. There is, 
however, a prevailing opinion that a change 
is pending and most operators are on the alert. 
An important advance movement at any 
moment would not cause surprise, and this, 
it is believed, cannot long be deferred 
even by the most energetic bear tactics. 
The bears, however, are not the bold and 
confident operators they were two years 
or even a year and a half ago, and 
little need be feared from that source. 
The transactions during the past week show 
a decrease from those of the previous week, 
the sales footing up 2,736,000 bbls against 
4,362,000 bbls for the preceding week. The 
clearances of the local exchange amounted 
to 5,*12,000 bbls, against 8,707,000 bbls during 
the preceding week. The otal clearances 
reported for the other four exchanges 
amounted to 13,852,000 bbls against 19,537,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was reached on Thursday, 
when 11244c was reached. The lowest point 
ofthe week was 107%c, and was touched on 
Wednesday. The opening price last Wednesday 
was 1083gc and the close this evening was at 
110c, showing a gain of 15gc as the result of 
the week’s trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 45gc. 


About all the news that is of any importance 
received from the Pennsylvania oil regions is 
contained in the daily reports. The number 
of new wells under way and projected is in- 
creasing, but few important wells are being 
brought in. The field report for November 
will probably contain very discouraging feat- 
ures to the drilier, and is expected to be even 
more bullish than that for October, 


Wednesday, Nov. 13. 


There was a marked lack of interest this 
morning, there being few who cared to either 
buy or sell, preferring to await developments. 
In this dull and uninteresting way business 
dragged during the entire morning, the price 
varying but a point from the opening, which 
was 1083gc. During the noon hour some of 
the holders became weary of waiting and en- 
deavored to sell, which brought the figures 
down to 107%c. The number of buyers in- 
creased, however, and during the afternoon 
the price advanced slowly but steadily to 
110%c. Nor did this check business, there 
seemingly being an increased desire to secure 
oil as the price advanced, and the close, which 
was at 110}4c, was buoyant. This showed a 
gain for the day of 1%c, while the range to 
quotations was 254c. The sales amounted to 
563,000 bbls, all December delivery. In the 
Southwest field Reed & Co.'s Rowneys well, 
which is down 1,000 feet, has been abandoned.

Petroleum Tank Cars. 


The testimony in the petroleum oil cases be- 
fore the Inter-State Commerce Commission is 
all in, and the matter is ready for argument. 
The present complaints grow out of the old 
Rice and Schofield cases, and show how diffi- 
cult itis to formulate any rules about trans- 
portation which shall do justice to all inter- 
ests. The barreled oil dealers were being 
driven from business by the lower rates given 
on tank oil, and argued that common carriers 
were bound to treat all shippers alike. The 
Commission agreed with this, adding thata 
railroad must furnish tank cars, must carry 
the oil in the more cumbersome shape at tank 
car rates, though the weight of the wooden 
barrel could be included in the charge... No 
other decision could fairly have been expected 
under the law, but it nevertheless ran counter 
to good economy. 


No single road can be expected to buy an 
extensive equipment of these special cars for 
use On other roads. Yet because of this de- 
fect in our railroad system, whereby no pro- 
vision is made for any such special cars for 
general service, the public may be deprived 
of’the cheapest form of transportation for so 
important a commercial article as petroleum 
and its products. To show this, it may be as- 
sumed that a train-load of oil from the oil 
regions of Pennsylvania to New York harbor 
would consist of 25 cars, whether tanks or 
rack cars, since both kinds weigh about the 
same. The calculation would then be:

The expense to the Penaivivents Railroad 
will be about the same for either train, and so 
the loss can be easily stated in round figures, 
The capabity of the train of tank cars exceeds 
that of the common cars (carrying the oil in 
wood) by 1,000 barrels. Yet one of the de- 
mands made in the present case is that the 
charges per barrel shall be exactly the same in 
either kinds of cars. Were it not for this 
complication with barreled oil, the train of 
tank cars could be hauled by the railroad for 
the lowest possible amount of charges, thus 
reducing the charge per barrel more than 
one-third, or more than half a cent a gallon. 
Over longer distances the saving to the usere 
of kerosene oil would be more. 

The shippers of barreled oil prefer to ask for 
compulsory equality of rates, rather than use 
their capital in building tank cars. These 
shippers have an undoubted standing under 
our inter-State law, but if we perant their 
petition, we really legislate in favor of the 
poorer and dearer method ef transportation, 
for the railroads are entitled to a profit upon 
each train or car of o1l, whether of more or 
less capacity. So the loss of 40 barrels per car, 
or 1,000 barrels per train, falls ultimately upon 
the consumer. The difficulty seems to lie in 
our failure to regard our railroads as a whole, 
and in the consequent lack of provision for 
moving special products in special ears cheap- 
ly over long distances and over more than one 
railroad.—Evening Post. .

The Mt. Morris Petroleum Field. 

Sixty-five years ago a family by the name of 
Morris made their advent into this rough and 
mountainous country and were the first per- 
manent settlers. Just beyond this town to 
the southwest rises the highest peak in this 
section of country. From these two facts the 
town was named Mt. Morris. It is located on 
Dunkard Creek, sixteen miles southeast from 
Waynesburg and twelve miles northwest of 
Morgantown. The West Virginia line is only 
one mile from the high peak spoken of, and 
from it the Blue Ridge Mountains of old Vir- 
ginia can be seen. The traveler has a tough 
time getting here, as the nearest railroad sta- 
tions are Morgantown and Waynesburg, and 
the roads are in most deplorable condition.On 
the 18th day of October, 1885, E. M. Hukill 
opened the Mount Morris oil fleld by 
striking a well on the D. L. Donley farm, in 
the town limits. The oil was found in the Big 
Injun sand and on the start off produced 
about 12 bbisa day natural. This result not 
being satisfactory the well was deepened to 
the Gordon sand in October, 1886. about a year 
later. In that horizon the well was a failure. 
A plug was inserted below the Big Injun 
sand and a 40 quart shot raised the pro- 
duction to # bbis a day, which was 


no gushers have been found and the 

many drawbacks in operating the terri- 
tory. It requires from 60 to 120 days to com- 
plete a well here, 90 days being the average 

The drilling is very difficult, and if a contrac- 
tor gets a well down without encountering a 
protracted fishing job he is considered “a jim- 
dandy.”’ Thcreare 59 wells producing, with 
an aggregate production of about 43,000 bbls 
per month, oran average of about 24 bbis a 
day to the well. This calculation is made from 
statistics compiled on the Ist of November, 
but if the wells now in the sand, and thore 
which should soon be complete, amount to 
anything, the percentage production for the 
present month will reach 48,000 or 50,000 bbls, 
or about 1,700 a day. 

E. M. Hukill is the principal operator in the 
fleld, and, so to speak, is monarch of all he 
surveys. Mr. Hukill controls 33,000 acres of 
territory, extending from Ball Hill, Greene 
county, to the West York river, in Marion 
county, W. Va. He has a total daily produc- 
tion of 610 bbls. He also has 14 wells drilling 
and 9 rigs up and building. Hukill No. 1, on 
the D. Wise, got the pay streak, but at 
this writing is not. far enough to determine 
its caliber. Hukill No. 1,on the Cephas Wise, 
is also in the sand, but unfortunately the cas- 
ing sprung a leak. It will be some time before 
the well will be put in order.

There are few fresh features of interest in 
the drug market. As heretofore the jobbing 
demand hes been good and the volume of bus- 
iness is quite large, although individual tran- 
Sactions are, as a rule. confined to unimport- 
ant quantities. ‘The political disturbance in 
B-azilhss caused a firmer feeling in such 
Commodities as are derived from that coun- 
try, without, however, qnotably affecting 
values in any line. Opium 1s receiving 
more attention and is somewhat 
firmer, Camphor is advancing both 
here and abroad. Comparatively few changes 
in other lines have been reported. Mail ad- 
vices from London to the 7th inst, report an 
improved demand for drugs, some of the Jead- 
ing articles being exceptionally active. Citric 
and tartaric acids were advancing; camphor 
was higher. as were also quicksilver and qui- 
nine. There was quite an active demand for 
ergot, jalap, gum Senegal, and balsam copaiba 
at higher rates. Cascara sagrada was dull. and 
weak, and shellac was quiet, but steady.

Quinine. 

There has continued a very brisk jobbing 
demand for quinine during the past week, but 
no speculative interest whatever has been 
shown. Holders, however, have not been 
disposed to force business, particularly as the 
Sale of bark iu London to-day was expectcd 
to add more strength to the position of 
quinine. For the favorite brands 30c has 
been the steady quotation § throughout 
the week, while the other makes have 
been quoted at 29@29c. The cable reports 
of the bark sales were to the effect tnat the 
bulk of the 2,7v0 bales offered were sold at 
full previous prices, but the information had 
no appreciable effect upon the quinine market 
the incessentdownpour of raiu to-day having 
proved a “dampener” ian more senses than 
than one. The market closed rather quiet but 
firm,to-night,at 29@30c but some developments 
are looked for to morrow. Regarding the recent 
movement in London the Chemist and Druggist 
reports that after the bark sale on the 5th inst 
and again after the last Amsterdam sule a 
large business was done in quinine for specu- 
lative purposes; the sales between the Ist and 
8th inst amounting to about 200,000 oz., nearly 
all in second hands, at 1s 244d@ls 3d for spot, 
ls 3d for January, and 1s 3}4d@ls 344d for De- 
cember-—March.

Notes on Essential Oils.* 


Citronella Oil.—The discovery of sophistica- 
tion of citronella oil with petroleum, offers no 
difficulties. In order to havea certain basis 
from which to commence working, it is neces- 
sary in the first place to have at hand an abso- 
lutely pure citronella oil, a priori free from 
any suspicion of adulteration. Such a pro- 
duct has been obtained at Leipzig by distil- 
ling on the spot several hundredweights of 
freshly-dried citronella grass, imported from 
Ceylon for that purpose. In order to be abso- 
lutely conscientious, it should be allowed that 
slight deviations may occur in the percentage 
composition of this distillate with pure oil of 
commerce, because the latter has been dis- 
tilled from the green and the former from the 
dried plant, and because European stills are 
superior to those in use in Ceylon. To sam- 
ples of the oil distilled from the dried grass 
quantities of 10, 20and 30 per cent. of petro- 
leum were then added, the result being that 
after the addition of a slight percentage of 
petroleum thesolubility of the oil in a few 
parts of 80 per cent. alcohol is rather con- 
siderable, but that it is quickly reduced when 
the percentage of petroleum is increased, An 
adulteration of .0 per cent. of petroleum, for 
instance, can only be recognized after the ap- 
plication of 10 parts of the solvent, while on 
the other hand 30 per cent. of petroleum is al- 
ready revealed by the insolubility of 3 parts 
of such amixturein4 parts of 80 per cent. 
spirit. The samples of oil known to be pure 
had a specific gravity of 0°895 to 1°897; they 
were miscible in equal parts as well asin 1 to 
10 of 80 per cent. alcohol. Thespecitic gravity 
of commercial samples should not fall below 
0°895 at 15° C. 

Bergamot oil.—The prices of this important 
article have advanced slowly but steadily for 
some time in consequence of a good consump- 
tive demand succeeded by ascarcity of avail- 
able oil. They now depend upon the pleasure 
of those who have been so fortunute as to se- 
cure asupply in time. The advance forthe 
half-year is about 30 per cent. The stock in 
Reggio is practically exhausted, and it would 
be impossible at present to execute orders of 
any inagnitude, Unfortunately the arrival of 
the new crop is still moderately far off, as, ac- 
cording to experience, it rarely arrives on the 
market until the second half of December, 
and as the principal consuming period ot the 
article is only just setting in, the future can- 
not be.looked upon without some misgiving. 
As regardsthe new crop, the trees have flow- 
ered, altogether, exceptionally well, but ow- 
ing to unfavoravie climatic conditions, halt 
of the flowers were lust, while the remainder 
have been attacked by a disease, and the total 
output of oil will probably not even amount 
to one-half that of last year. 

Eucalyptus oil.—A consignmentof a new 
Australian oil, very rich in eucalyptol arrived 
the other day, the quality being fully equal to 
the expectations. The manufacturer desig- 
nates the vil as ol. eucalyptus odorate. Its 
specific gravity is O°'907 at 165° C., and with hy- 
drobromic acid it gives astrong eucalyptol 
reaction. This variety, therefore, answers all 
the requirements of a good oil, and may be 
used therapeutically equally as well as the oil 
of eucalyptus globulus. A very noteworthy 
specimen of the latter variety was recently 
received from Southern Spain. It was remark- 
able for its exceptionally high proportion of 
eucalyptol. For the present, however, the 
production is only insignificant; nor would an 
extension of the cultivation appear oppor- 
tune in the present time of over production, 
The oilissorich in cineol that in a freezing 
mixture it at once assumes a broth like con- 
sistency. Its speciffc gravity at 15° C. is 0931. 
Algiers still has the lion’s share of the produc- 
tion, especially as the Californian distillate 
has recently shown great unsteadiness as re- 
gardsthe percentage of eucalyptol, and has, 
therefore, been discarded in certain quarters. 
The makersare now offering eucalyptol in ad- 
dition to the essential oil, and do not appear 
to supply the latter with a normal eucalyptol 
proportion, although it is known that that 
proportion is the standard for the value of 
the essential oil, which ought to containa 
normal proportion of 50 to 70 per cent. of eu- 
calyptol. An oil of eucalyptus dumosa, re- 
cently tested, wasalso found to contain large 
quantities of cineol. The new Australian oil 
referred to above is packed rather differently 
to that of the amygdalina hitherto generally 
used. .tis lodged in casesof 4 18-lb tins, 

Orris Oil.—In the piace of the hoped for re- 
duction in the price of Florentine orris root 
there has, unfortunately, been a fresh ad- 
vance. The new plantations will only be 
capable of vielding commercial root in two or 
three years, and the older plants have not 
sufficiently recovered from the damage they 
have sustained, the production consequently 
being insufficient. Ths less fragrant Vero- 
nese root is no more suitable for a substitute 
than the almost odorless roors imported from 
Morocco, and for essential oil of orris we are 
entirely dependent upor the root grown at 
Pontasieve, east of Florence. The selection 
requires the greatest care, as the roots are 
sometimes bleached by sulphur vapor, thereby 
losing part of their fragrance. 

Mirbane Oil.—After having been at a low 
range toralong time, the price of benzol of 
a low boiling point has recently advanced 
fully 10 per cent. in all positions, and if this

oii must inevitably follow. It is not super- 
fluous to call attention from time to time to 
the poisonous properties of nitro-benzo), 
Even its vapor, if inhaled for a long time 
may cause symptoms of poisoning, consisting 
inaleaden coloration of the skin, heaviness 
in the limbs, with numbness of the extremi- 
ties, especially the hands and feet. In acuter 
casesa reeling gait akin to intoxication and 
complete incapacity to stand erect also occur, 
the condition of the patient much resembling 
that of intoxication. The urine also assumes 
a dark color and a smell of bitter almonds. 

Musk-grain Oil. This oil owes its existence 
simply tothe competition between the seed 
from Javaand the West Indies, but at pres- 
ent the price of the seed (about 18s. 9d. per 
ewt.) has ceased to fall. There is a good 
selection or fresh seed, rich in oil, in the 
market. 

Peppermint Oil.—The townships in Wayne 
County, America, in which peppermint oil is 
produced, rank as follows in order of import- 
ance: Arcadia, 874 acres: Lyons, 493 a:res; 
Palmyra, 380 acres; Sodus, 335 acres; Galen, 
35 acres; Rose, 252 acres; Marion, 204 acres; 
Huron, 89 acres; Williamson, 34 acres; Savan- 
Macedon, 25 acres; Butler, 17 
acres; Walworth and Wolcott, 10 acres; to 
which should be added: Phelps (Ontario Co.), 
183 acres; Manchester (Ontario Co.), 40 acres; 
and Junius (Seneca Co.), 43 acres, These 3,323 
acres are divided among a large number of 
proprietors, The oilis mostly bought from 
the farmers by agents whose principal care it 
is to buy from those farmers who keep their 
fields cleanest and most free from weeds. As 
regards Japanese oil, the depreciation of this 
article has caused a considerable reduction in 
the peppermint cultivation in Japan. The 
total of this year’s crop of oil, it is said, will 
not exceed 30,000 catties, or about 40,000 Ins.,, 
and an improvement in the price is not unex- 
pected. ‘chestockin Japan in the middle of 
July was estimated as follows: In the hands 
of Chinese speculators, 3,000 catties; crystals, 
1,300 catties; unseparated oil, 3,000 catties; 
separat. d oil, 1,500 catties. As anew feature 
of the trade it is reported that the Japanese 
will in future guarantee a proportion of 
crystals in unseparated oil of 30 per cent only, 
while hitherto 50 per cent has been the stand-

Cinchona Histery. 


The idea of acclimatising cinchona in the 
British West Indian Islands was conceived 
about thirty years ago, when the exploring 
party who had been sent to South America 
to obtain cinchopa plants and seed for British 
India were instructed to send any surplus 
they might have to the governors of Jamaica 
and Trinidad for experimenting purposes. In 
1861, the year foilowing the receipt of the 
seed, there were already four hundred plants 
ready for planting out in the Jamaica botani- 
cal gardens. As the climate of Bath Gardens, 
where the tirst experiment was made, was un- 
suitable for the successful growth ot cin- 
chonas, they were tried at Cold Spring Coffee 
Plantation, at an elevation of 4,000 feet. 
There the climate and soil proved all that 
could be desired, and in November, 1862, a 
plant of Succirubra cinchona had attained to 
the height of 44 inches, with leaves measuring 
13% idches long by 834 inches broad. The same 
plant, when two years old, measured 6 feet in 
height, with ten branches, having a circum- 
ference of stem at base of 414 inches, 

The experience gained in these preliminary 
attempts paved the way for the larger enter- 
prise undertaken by the Jamaica government 
in 1868, from which date cinchona planting in 
the island took afresh departure. A further 
supply of seed, consisting of C. officinalis and 
C, calisaya, was obtained from Ceylon. In 1886 
the government cinchona plantations in the 
Biue Mountain district occupied 143 acres. For 
the purpose of encouraging the cultivation of 
cinchona by private enterprise, the govern- 
ment plantations during the last tew years 
have distributed 1,250 ounces of cinchona seed, 
1,200,000 cinchona seedlings, and 469,000 cin- 
chona plants. 

Large shipments of cinchona bark were made 
from the government plantations during the 
years 1879 to 1854, and the prices realised 
proved that the climate and soil of Jamaica 
were particularly well suited to the successful 
cultivation of cinchona plants. As much as 
10s. per lb, was obtained for root bark of C. 
officinalis, while on large shipments the aver- 
age price realized was 6s. 7d. per lb. All th» 
various species of cinchona have been intro- 
duced to Jamaica, including the valuable (, 
Ledgeriana: 

About 2,600 acres have been taken up by 
private planters for the cuitivation of cin- 
chonain Jamaica, and the industry there is 
now well established. But as Jamaica was 
late in the field, and only now produces bark

In each case there was a trace of quinidine. 

The tests are thus very much what Loxa 
bark of similar appearance from South Ameri- 
ca would give. It is rather a Chaguera than a 
Crispa or Uritusinga, which gives the richer 
yields that. characterise the finest officinalis 
from the Dodaketta plantations. The fine old 
South American HO Loxa quills, which would 
now be worth in London from 2s 2d to 2s 6d 
per lb.,are used by French pharmacists for 
flavoring liquors. They are said to give to the 
latter a bouquet which cannot be obtained 
with any other variety of bark, or even with 
Loxa itself when grown in India, Java, or Ja- 
maica. For this reason only the genuine 
South American Loxa realizes prices wholly 
out of prcportion to its alkaloidal value. It 
isalso said that common hard Pitayo bark at 
2d to3d per Ib. is used in Spain for givinga 
“body” to sherry wine.—Chemist and Druggist.

At Gioja Tauro the crop was an almost total 
failure, as the olive trees, being exhausted by 
the abundant crop of 1887, bore no fruit worth 
mentioning. 

In other parts of Calabria the promising 
prospects were considerably reduced in au- 
tumn by sirocco winds, and the quality of the 
oils on the western coast was more or less de- 
fective. 

At the other growing districts the weather 
was more favorable, and from one-third to 
half of a full crop, or what may be considered 
fair average crops of excellent quality, were 
secured in these districts. 

Owing to the prohibitory import duties on 
seed vils, the cunsumption of olive oil in 
Italy has greatly increased, and growers are 
now giving more attention to the manufac- 
ture of their oils, and a proportionately 
larger quantity of eating oil is now produced. 

In the shipment of olive oil from Gallipoli 
there has been a very remarkable falling off, 
in consequence of the relative demands from 
foreign countries, the quantity exported dur- 
ing the year 1887 10 British and foreign ves- 
sels amounted to 60,683 quintals, or 5,742 tuns; 
of which 3,574 tuns went to England, 1,887 to 
Russia, 259 to France, and 32 to Austria. 

In the year 1888 it amouuted to 45,576 quin- 
tals, or 4,299 tuns: of which 2,440 tuns went to 
England, 1,753 to Russia, 59 to Holland, and 47 
to France; showing a decrease of 15,295 quin- 
tals, or 1,443 tuns, compared with the previous 
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year. The existing stocks of old and new oil 
in the merchants’ store of this town, at the 
close of the year, were about 36,209 quintals, 
or 3,416 tuns, and a good deal in the country 
districts. 

In the Bari district, olive oil transactions 
have been fairly active,specially with France, 
in spite of the differential duties, The fact is, 
our product surpasses all other descriptions 
with regard to keeping, and is therefore 
specially fit for packing sardines, which have 
sometimes to be kept for several years. This 
strength of our oils is due to the early pluck- 
ing of she olives. Crop begins with us already 
in the autumn and is nearly at an end in 
February, whilst in the Riviera of Genoa and 
in South France the same begins only in win- 
ter, and is protracted until June, The yield 
of such olives, which are allowed to ripen too 
much, is subject to get rancid sooner. The 
circumstance that the output of South Italy, 
specially for eating oils, surpasses that of all 
other European oil-producing countries taken 
together,is of course a principal factor for 
the cheapness of our rates. This, again, is a 
guarantee for the genuineness of the oil, 
since mixtures with more or less unwhole- 
some substitutes would yield no profit. This 
fact shouid interest English consumers, 
specially asin latter times, no few cases of 
adulterations have been tried before British 
courts with so-called Tuscan oils shipped from 
Leghorn.

Alcohol In Italy. 


(Report of a British Consul for the District of 
Naples.) 

If itbe remembered that France’s yearly 
consumption of alcohol amounts to more than 
1,800,000 hectolitres, of which only 25,000 hecto- 
litres are wine alcohol; one has no difficulty 
to see how useful it would be for this country 
to reduce the now worthless stock of wines 
into thisfar more valuable produce, which 
has nothing to fear from time, as, on the con- 
trary, it improves by it; and which would find 
buyers in every part of the world and contrib- 
ute to the health of the spirit drinking com- 
munities. 

However, the taxes charged in this country 
are so heavy on the alcohol industry that it 
must be given up. 

The Government has been asked to intro- 
duce a new law in order to facilitate the pro- 
duction and the sale of wine a cohol, but they 
have up to this day taken no decision on this 
subject, although very urgent petitions have 
been addressed to them by every class of citi- 
zens. A meeting held lately in Bari by the 
representative bodies of this province, and in 
which the munictpal and provincial councils, 
the mayors, etc., were present, went so far as 
to pass aresolution that they would give in 
their resignations “en bloc” if the Govern- 
ment did not grant them their demands. 

This gives an idea of the present situation 
of this part of Italy, and in fact it isso bad 
that it cannot be worse, and if nothing is done 
towards the lower classes,the peasants chiefly, 
to putan end tothe present general stagna- 
tion of every branch of industry, trade and 
agriculture, it is impossible to foresee what 
the future has in store for this district.

Russian Petroleum at Manila. 
REPORT BY CONSUL ALEX. R. WEBB. 


Russian petroleum, which has been in com- 
petition with American oil for some time in 
various parts of the East, has at last found its 
way to Manila, and, it is expected, will be 
sent here regularly hereafter. The English 
ship Lochiel arrived here last week with 40,000 
cases of oil from Batoum, consigned to an 
English house, and another cargo of 30,000 
cases has been ordered. Before the arrival of 
the Russian product, American petroleum, 
which was the only illuminating fluid, except 
cocoanut oil, used here, sold at retail at from 
$2 8714 to $3 25 per case, the price being regu- 
lated vy the supply; but as soon as the other 
petroleum appeared upon the market the 
price at once fell to $2624 for both kinds. 
But it was soon discovered that the Russian 
oil was inferior to the American, and the 
price of the latter arose to $2 75, while the for- 
mer was held at the same figures as before. 

Unless the quality of future consignments 
of the Russian oil is better than that now here 
it will not take the place of the American 
with those who are able and willing to pay for 
a first-class article, for the latter burns with a 
clear blaze and little smoke while the flame 
from the former is dull and smoky and emitsa 
very disagreeable odor unless the lamp 1s kept 
clean and in perfect order, something unusual 
in this country of easy-going servants. 

The advantages claimed for the Russian pe- 
troleum are that it is cheap, that it can be 
transported here in sailing-vessels from Ba- 
toum in from a month to six weeks shorter 
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time than oil can be had from the United 
States by the same method of transportation, 
and that the freight is from 5 to 8 cents a case 
less than from America. The Russian oil, like 
the American, is contained in square tin cans 
holding 5 gallons each. There are two cans 
to a case, and each case, when full, weighs 65 
pounds,

London.—There has mostly been a good de- 
mand for this article, as is borne out by the 
immense deliveries that are going forward, 
and though supplies are excessive, the value 
on the average is firmly maintained, being for 
American refined 554@5%4d per gallon on the 
spot and for November-December delivery, 
5544@5%4d for January to April, and for Rus- 
sian oil (which is much liked by the trade; 
544@554d. American water-white oil is held 
firmly at 7144@734d, while petroleum spirit has 
been offering on easier terms—7d for ordinary 
and at 744@7%d per gallon for rectified. In 
refined coal oil there is nothing to report.

TUESDAY EVENING, Nov. 19, 1889. 
The general trade in chemicals continues to 
be of fair average proportions for this season 
of the year, theinquiry in nearly all cases 
being for such lots as exigencies of the pres- 
ent demand. There has been little or no 
change in the tone of the market within the 
week, prices generally having a steady, if not 
actually firm support. In one or two lines 
there are evidences of weakness but changes in 
a downward direction are infrequent and not 
of particular importance. The position of the 
heavy goods remains about thesame as when 
we last wrote no marked fluctuations in either 
direction having occurred since that date. 
Regarding the Liverpool market Messra J. P. 
Brunner & Co. write under date of the 6th inst.: 
* A steady market for chemicals is noted, but 
no large business is reported. On the spot 
carbonated soda ash is unobtainable, and at 
the moment there is nothing offering for the 
balance of this year. Caustic ash is quiet, but 
steady at 1d to 1%4 according to brand and 
quantity. Offers of 1 1-16d for 58% carb. ash 
for delivery the first six months of 1890 have 
been refused by one maker. Soda crystals 
continue scarce and firm at £2 15s. Caustic 
soda is a shade firmer this week, 70% selling at 
£7 6s to £7 7s 6d, and not easy to buy at the 
lower figure. For 60% £¢ 869d to £6 10s is asked, 
and 74 has been sold at £8, and 2s 6d advance 
is now asked; 76% is se)ling for £9. Bleaching 
powder is very scarce, and though a little has 
been done this week at £6 17s 6d there are now 
no sellers at under £7, and it is difficult to get 
anything for prompt delivery. Chlorate of 
potash is weaker, and resales have been made 
at 6d, while makers still quote 5}4d. Bicarb. 
soda is in small compass, and £5 per ton is the 
lowest price for 1 cwt kegs, with usual allow- 
ances for larger packages. A meeting of the 
salt decomposers is to be held here on the 8th 
inst to consider the position for next year. 
Some makers seem to think that the bleach 
combination will be patched up after all, but 
the general opinion is that there is very little 
ehance of this being effected.”’ 


Heavy Chemicals. 
Carbonated soOda ash occupies the same po- 
sition as at the date of our last. With spot 
supplies almost wholly exhausted, and with 
little or nothing afloat not already under con- 
tract, the tone of the market is extremely 
firm. For 58% on the spot the quotations are 
1.85@1.40c as to quantity and seller, and for 
48% 1.45@1.50c is demanded. There is stilla 
considerable inquiry for deliveries extending 
over next year, but the prices demanded by 

sellers prevent important business. 


Caustic soda ash remains very firm but 
there is not very much selling. The supply, 
however, both on the spot and for future de- 
livery is small and sellers are not disposed to 
force business. For 48% the quoted range as 
to quantity and brand is 1.26@1.37}¢c, most 
holders, however, declining to entertain bids 
of less than 1.30c. 

B. M. and Solvay alkali is still unob- 
tainable for prompt or early delivery and 
the manufacturers are practically out of 
the market for the present, having on hand 
enough orders to absorb their entire product 
for the balance of the year. The market is 
firm but prices are nominal at 140@1 Sc for 
58, and 1 40@1 55c for 48%. 

Caustic soda is steady, and if anything the 
market is a shade firmer than at the date of 
our last report, owing to the stronger mail 
advices from the other side. There have been 
no important accessions to the spot supply 
within the week, and supplies for future de- 
livery are offered sparingly. However, the 
inquiry from buyers is not very urgent at the 
moment, and the market still wears a quiet 
appearance. For 7U or 74% on the spot 235@ 
2 87}¥0 is quoted, while for early delivery 2 324 
@2 35c are the inside quotations. Nofurther 
information has been received here regarding 
the project to reorganize the Caustic Makers’ 
Association. 

Bleaching powder continues weak, though 
prices are without quotable change. As fore- 
shadowed in our last, an effort was made on 
the 14th inst. to reorganize the Bleach Associ- 
ation on the basis of salt decomposition, but, 
like previous attempts in a similar direction, 
it ended in a fizzle. The obstacles encoun- 
tered were those pointed out in our editorial 
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1 
| on the situation last week—namely, strong 


opposition from some of the larger makers 
and conflicting opinions among the remain- 
der. It is understood that this will be the last 
effort made to regulate production and prices, 
in which event sharp competition and very 
low prices may be expected for next year. 
Before this meeting there was a good deal of 
inquiry for 1889 deliveries, and some business 
was done at 160c, but since then no interest 
has been shown, and the market closes dull. 
For spot goods the market quotations are 1 70 
@l T5c. 


Acias. 

Acetic acid bas been in moderate demand at 
the new prices, while there has been nothing 
further of interest transpiring. 

Muriatic acid has continued to sell in a quiet 
way at previous rates. 

Nitric acid has been wholly without feature 
the demand having been only moderate, with 
former rates ruling. 

Oxalic Acid—The chief feature of interest 
has been the news that the combination of 
European makers will terminate with the 
close of the year. It is said that efforts to 
prolong its life have failed, and it is expected 
that lower prices will rule during the coming 
year. It is said that offers have been made to 
supply parcels toarrive at 94c. The spot de- 
mand has been uneventful. 

Sulphuric Acid—The acid makers have con- 
tinued to hold their meetings with regularity, 
and it is said that they have finally secured a 
form of permanent organisation which they 
are considering with a view to its final adop- 
tion, The business doing in sulphuric acid has 
been of the moderate jobbing order, and has 
excited no comment, 

Tartaric Acid—The makers have now all 
settled upon one price, viz.,33c for crystals 
and 34c for powdered, and the market is said 
to be exceedingly firm at these figures. A fair 
demand has prevailed, but no excessive m>ves 
ment can be reported, and the market may be 
said to be in a fairly satisfactory condition. 


Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of lime has been gradually stiffen- 
ing and at the close was ruling at 105c for 
brown, previous figures being quoted for 
gray. A fair demand has prevailed and no 
dissatisfaction has been found with the course 
ofthe market. 

Blue vitriol.—There is a continuation of the 
low offers and we hear of small transactions 
at 5i4c delivered at store. The business has 
been in asmall way entirely and no features, 
beyond the condition of prices, can be noted. 

Brimstone—The market has fluctuated some- 
what during the week in favor of higher prices, 
but is again at the figures quoted in our pre- 
vious issue. To arrive, the quotations are $19 
for best unmixed seconds and $18 50 for thirds. 
There has been some business doing at these 
prices, but it is said there have been offers to 
supply lots at figures under these rates, and 
that business has resulted. There is a suffi- 
cient stock on spot to supply the current de- 
mand, which has not been out of the ordinary. 

Nitrate of Soda~—The market has been with- 
out particuiar feature during the interval, 
prices having ruled steady, with a fair demand 
continuing. The sales for the week have ag- 
gregated probably 2,000 bags at $1 90@1 92, 
while we are given transactions of 20,000 bags 
for shipment,at p. t.

The ar- 
rivals were Routenback, at this port, and E. 
L. Shaw and Aconcagua, at Charleston. The 
shipments to all points up to Nov. lst were 
695,000 tons, against 508,000 same time last 
year.” 

Cream of Tartar has ruled firm, and from all 
appearances the market bids fair to advance 
still further, as it is said that argols 
have appreciated in price fully 2, 
All the manufacturers are now quot- 
ing 26c for crystals and 26% for powdered. 
Some of the makers show a disinclina- 
tion to make contracts for delivery beyond 
the end of December, claiming that the con- 
dition of the market will not warrant it. 


Ammonias, Potashes and Fert- 
ilizing Chemicals. 

The market gives little evidence of improve- 
ment as regards trading, and as yet nothing 
of a special nature has transpired to effect 
valués. The demand has been about evenly 
distributed among the several articles, and 
quotations show no change. There has been 
very little scrap dried during the season, the 
bulk having been acidulated, which is not 
wanted at the moment, but there is asufficient 
quantity for all requirements, and the fact 
has not disturbed the market. 

Muriate of potash.—There have been no 
fresh sales of any moment. The availablestock 
in port is not excessive, however, and the ar- 
rivals are pretty well taken up as soon as re- 
ceived. Prices are unaltered. 

Double manure salts have gone into con- 
sumption moderately, with the market steady 
and values identical with a week ago. High 
grade sulphate of potash has ruled steady at 
unchanged figures, the demand being fair. 

Kainit.—The demand for parcels from store 
continues and is being supplied from this and 
neighboring cities. It is anticipated. how 
ever, that should the present demand con- 
tinue, the stock will be wiped out in the near 
future.

Philadelphia Chemical Market. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov, 18, 1889. 

Trade in English chemicals continues in fair 
proportions with the firmness previously 
noted continued in most articles. Figures re- 
main at about previous quotations and con- 
sumers are showing more disposition to take 
hold of the recently advanced goods. The re- 
ceipts have been larger than has been exper- 
ienced for some time past but as nearly all 
were placed on contract little or nothing is 
pressing on the market. 

Carbonated soda ash Liverpool 48% continues 
scarce on spot, and for what little is obtain- 
able holders are holding firm at 150@I 55c. 
Owing to the high figures named, buyers are 
only taking in quantities sufficient for actual 
needs, but notwithstanding this, a fair-sized 
jobbing demand is reported. To arrive there 
is but little offering, and shipments are quoted 
at 145@1 523gc. In 58% more activity is noted, 
and holders naming 1 373421 45c for spot goods, 
with considerable business reported within the 
range. Shipments are held at 135@1 42kéc. 
Newcastle 48% is scarce on spot, and nothing 
to be had excepting from second hands. To 
arrive, holders are naming 1 4244@1 50c, and 
several salesof round lots are reported. 

Caustic soda ash continues firm at $1 40@1 45 
for spot goods and to arrive $135@145 is 
named. Shipments are held at $130@1 87. 
For spot goods there is but a limited jobbing 
demand; future deliveries are being more in- 
quired for. 

Caustic Soda on s;ot is in moderate supply 
and held at $2 75@2 85. To arriveand for ship- 
mente $2 70@2 75 is named, but lower figures 
might possibly be had on offer. 70% in a job- 
bing way is quoted at $255@275 on spot and 
to arrive and for shipments $2 40@250 will 
buy. 74% and 77% present no new features, the 
demand for these tests being moderate, as 
most buyers have already supplied themselves. 

Sal soda on spot is quoted at 105@1 lic and 
to arrive 95@1 (5c is asked und considerable 
quantity placed within the range. B. M. 48% is 
moving along quietly at 145@155c for spot 
goods with but a light stock to draw from. To 
arrive 1 40@1 45c will buy. Shipments are held 
at 135@1 40c. B. M.58% has been meeting with 
a better demand and there is very little to be 
had now from second hands and for which 1 40 
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@1 45c is asked. To arrive 1 324%@140c is 
named. 

Alkali 36% is held on spot at | 40@1 50c and 
shipments at 1 2744@1 35c. 

Bleaching powders are dull although no 


-change in figures are noted for spot goods; 


shipments are lower. From store 1 85@1 95c 
are the ruling quotations. To arrive 1 80@1 85c 
will buy and shipments are quoted at 170@ 
1 80c. 

Nitrate of soda on spot is obtainable at 2 15@ 
230c and to arrive 2@220cis named. Ship- 
ments can be had at 1 80@I1 90c as to quantity.

Nor has this list been recently increased. 

It will thus be seen that modern organic 
chemistry has entered upon a very fruitful 
field in taking up this synthetic work, and 
that tne problem of the constitution of the 
alkaloids, so long apparently incapable of 80- 


ized when, following the analogy of the split- 
ting of racemic acid into dextro-rotatory and 
lesvo-rotatory tartaric acid, we get a dextro 
and a lsvo conine, of which the first is the 
true alkaloid of the hemlock. The inactive 
conine can also be made synthetically from 
conyrin, or a normal propyl-pyridine, by re- 
duction with hydrogen ioidide, or from 
conydrin (oxyconine), which occurs in hem- 
lock along with conine. A.W. Hofmann has 
obtained three isomeric bases, a, b and c 
conicein of the formula C,H,,N, and 
hence containing two hydrogen atoms less 
than conine. Of these bases, smelling like 
conine, the first and third are strong poisons. 

The alkaloid nicotine C,,H,,N, is derivative 
of dipyridyl, C,opHsN, and apparently hexa- 
hydrodipyridy!] C,»H.(H,)N2. The two dipy- 
ridyls known (the para and the meta com- 
pounds) yield, when reduced, hexahydrodipy- 
ridyls (isonicotine and nicotidine) isomeric, 
but not identical with nicotine. The nico- 
tinic acid, obtained by the oxidation of 
nicotine with chromic or nitric acid, or with 
potassium permanganate, has been shown to 
be simply b pyridine-monocarb-oxylic acid 
C,H,N.COOH. 

If we turn now to the alkaloid atropine 
C;,Hg3NO, which, as was known as long ago 
ago as 1863, splits up into tropine C,H,,NO and 
tropic acid C,H, 903, we find some additional 
results. Tropine, according to Ladenburg, is 
a substituted tetrahydropyridine contain- 
ing the methyl (CH,) and the oxethyl 
(C;H,OH) groups in place of two H atoms. 
Tropic acid, it will be remembered, has been 
identified as a phenyloxypropionic acid. Now, 
if instead of tropic acid we cause to combine 
with the tropine another aromatic acid we get 
atropein, of which compounds a whole class 


lic acid obtained by the oxidation of cotar- 
nine, one of the decomposition products of 
narcotine. 

Another series of these acid derivatives of 
pyridine have the pyridal residue C,H,N, re- 
placing an H atom in the formula of well- 
known acids. Thus, b-pyridine-a lactic acid re- 
sults along with trimethylamine when the 
natural alkaloid pilocarpine is decomposed by 
prolonged heating with water. Pilocarpidine, 
which occurs along with pilocarpine in jabor- 
andi leaves, is b-pyridine a-dimethylamido- 
propionic acid. Pilocarpidine has been made 
synthetically by Hardy and Calmels; and this 
by the action of methyl iodide and caustic al- 
kali, followed by silver permanganate, has 
produced pilocarpine itself. The alkaloid ja- 
borine, which accompanies pilocarpine in ja- 
borandi leaves, can be obtained as a decom- 
position product from the latter. 

The action of ammonia upon certain acids 
found in the vegetable kingdom, such as 
chelidonic and meconic acids, has been found 
to produce acids recognized as pyridine deriv- 
atives. Thus,comanic acid, CsH,0,, derived 
from meconic acid, is changed by ammonia 
into an oxypicolinic acid, while comenic acid. 
C.,H,0>5, from the same source, yields dioxy- 
picolinic acid; and chelidonic acid, C;H,O,, 
which accompanies the alkaloids chelidonine 
and sanguinarine in Chelidonium majus, 
yields an oxypyridine-dicarboxylic acid. 

To the tetrahydro derivatives of the higher 
homologues of pyridine belong ecgonine and 
its products, of which latter cocaine, the alka- 
loid of coca leaves, is the most important 
from a physiological point of view. 

Ecgonine, which, as is well known, results, 
along with benzoic acid and methyl alcohol, 
when cocaine is heated with hydrochloric

my previous lecture on the subject. 

Narcotine, it will be remembered, is decom- 
posed under the influence of water into me- 
conine C,oH,.0,, and cotarnine C,,H,sNOsz. 
This latter is capable of yielding, under the 
influence of bromine, dibrompyridine, 

Quinine is now considered to be a deriva- 
tive of a partially hydrogenated diquinoline 
corresponding to the formula C,H,(OCH;)N- 
C,H,,(OH)N.CHs. 

That cinchonine, fused with caustic potash, 
yields quinoline, and that strychnine, under 
the same treatment, yields also quinolene, to- 
gether with indol, while brucine yields homo- 
logues of pyridine, was noted in my previous 
lecture, in 1883. 

Perhaps of greater present interest is the 
manufacture in the last few years of a large 
number of synthetic organic compounds 
which, while not generally basic or alkaloidal, 
are equally active, physiologically. in a varie- 
ty of ways. We have had considerable addi- 
tions made to our list of hypnotics. antisep- 
tics, antipyretics and analgesics. In a lecture 
I delivered last January before the Franklin 
Institute of this city on the “Debt of Medical 
and Sanitary Science to Synthetic Chemistry,” 
I attempted to classify the more important of

The acid derivatives of pyridine and its 
homologues in which a methyl (CH,) group 
has been changed into the carboxyl group 
(COOH) have been much more fully investi- 
gated,and have shown in some cases unex- 
pected relations to natural alkaloids. Thus, 
b-pyridine-monocarboxylic acid has already 
been spoken of as nicotinic acid; it is also 
produced by the oxidation of pilocarpine ; one 
of the pyrdine-dicarboxylic acids (cinchomer- 
onicacid) is found in the oxidation of the nat- 
ural alkaloids, cinchonine, cinchonidine, or 
quinine. This is also the case with one of the 
pyridine-tricarboxylic acid (carbocinchomer- 
onic or oxcinchomeronic), which may be ob- 
tained by the oxidation of quinine, cinchon- 
ine, quinidine, cinchonidine and papaverine 
with potassium permanganate solution, while 
asecond of these pyridine-tricarboxylic acids 
is produced by the oxidation of berberine 
with nitric acid. 

The acids of the pyridine series are capable of 
furnishing very interesting addition products,

Spectral green is an elementary color, but 
the green which is technically used is a binary 
color, consisting of a mixture of yellow and 
blue. The purer the elementary tone of these 
colors the more beautiful is the green. For 
clear, green shades, therefore, neither yellow 
nor blue pigments of reddish shade should be 
used, but preferably those with a greenish 
“shot.”” The purest green shades are produced 
from a combination of prussian blue with 
chrome yellow on pulp which has been treated 
with alum or sulphate of alumina. Almost as 
lasting and more uniform shades can be ob- 
tained when the pulp has been previously col- 
ored with a solution of French fustic (yellow 
The rather dull 
shades can be revived by the addition of a lit- 


Malachite and brilliant green are very beau- 
tiful shades and are independent, that is, they 
are dye stuffs not made from mixtures of yel- 
The charac- 
teristic color shade is a bluish green which 
cannot resist the sunlight. Brilliant green is 
somewhat more yellow than malachite green. 
Both dye stuffsare extensively used for en- 
velope, wrapping papers, &c. One part of the 
dye is dissolved in from 30 to 40 parts of warm 
water, with the addition of a little acetic acid. 
Any boiling of the dye liquor is to be avoided. 
Mordanting is done with sulphate or acetate 
It is better to first color the pulp 
with chrome yellow when yellowish green 
Peacock green can be 
produced in all shades by putting on a bluish 


Olive green is had by shading with logwood, 
sienna earth and ocher, or, in the case of weak 


The different color shades of commercial 
olive green aniline dyes allow of direct dye- 
ing, but they come somewhat dear. For weak 
pulps, or very thin papers, which cannot bear

Wall papers and wrapping papers are some- 
times colored with green earth. When com- 
bined with oxide of iron the green earthshows 
browner shades. By mixture with ocher, the 
original shade of the silicate of iron (a dull 
green) becomes olive green. The so-called 
green ocher is prepared in the same way. 


Ocher, which has been dissolved in water, is 
treated with some percentage of hydrochloric 
acid, and oxide of iron is thus brought in solu- 
tion. By mixing the liquor with a solution of 
prussiate of potash and adding sulphate of 
iron,a green colored precipitate is formed. 
Brown tinted greenish shades are produced 
with ocher or hydrated peroxide of iron, 
greenish or dark fawn with deoxidized potash 
color. 


In order to ascertain the origin of green 
colors the following tests are used: Green 
from chrome yellow and paris blue when dip- 
ped in caustic potash becomes yellow, owing 
to the paris blue being destroyed. If it is wet 
with hydrochloric acid and a solution of stan- 
nic salts it becomes blue—the chrome yellow 
being destroyed. 
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A solution of chloride of lime will destroy 
the yellow coloring stuff in green made from 
prussian blue and fustic or quercitron and 
turn it blue. Aniline green is bleached with 
dilute hydrochloric acid.—Hoffman’sHandbuch

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Manufacture of Varnishes, Colors and 
oils. 


Answers to the questions set at the City and 
Guilds of London Institute examination 
1889, in oils, colors and varnishes manufac- 
ture, by A.C. J. Charlier. 


Question 1. Give a specification of some 
method of preparing a Mars red or yellow. 


Mars yellow, or Jaune de Mars, Jaune de 
Fer, iron yellow, &c., is an artificially pre- 
pared iron ocher of the nature of sienna 
earth. Itisa mixture of hydrated oxide of 
iron, carbonate of iron, and alumina in dif- 
ferent proportions. In its general qualities 
it resembles the ochers, but is more trans- 
parent, purer, clearer, richer, and brighter, 
and like them it is quite permanent. 


Itis prepared as follows:—It is necessary 
that pure sulphate of iron should be used, 
and in order to obtain this an excess of clean 
wrought iron should be dissolved in dilute 
sulphuric acid. The crystallized sulphate is 
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then dissolved in pure water, adding to it an 
equal proportion of a solution ofalum. This 
solution is placed in a large wooden tub,which 
is then filled up with water. Care must be 
taken that the water does not contain car- 
bonic acid, as it would alter the oxide of iron; 
in order to prevent this it should have been 
previously filtered upon charcoal. The mix- 
ture is precipitated with a solution of Ameri- 
can potash. After being thoroughly stirred 
it is allowed to settle for about: thirty hours, 
when the water is decanted and the precipi- 
tate collected. After draining upon paper, 
the deposit is formed into troches, which are 
allowed to dry upon blotting-paper. If it be 
calculated at different temperatures and un- 
der particular conditions, the product is an 
iron or Mars violet, red brown, or orange. 

Question 2.—Explain the method of “‘float- 
ing” pigments, 

Floating or washing isan important opera- 
tion in the preparation of ochers, siennas, and 
all earthy colors for color makers. 

The process adopted for the floating of any 
particular color depends on whether it is ina 
crude form, and if it contains much or little 


t. 

The usual plant used consists of a row of 
four or five tanks made of wood, brick, or 
iron, having communication with each other 
from the top, by means of a spout, each hav- 
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ing a plug at the bottom for letting out the 
water when the operation is completed. Into 
the first tank is placed the earth just as it is 
mined; this is called the mixing tank or “bud- 
dle.” A current of water is allowed to run 
into this tank,and when full it runs by a 
spout into No. 2 tank, carrying with it the 
finer earth, and so on all through the opera- 
tion, until the last tank contains the finest 
and most valuable color. The ocher, or what- 
ever earth it may be, is allowed to settle in 
each tank, the wateristhen run off through 
the plugs at the bottom, and the sediments 
are then dug out and dried. By this process 
as Many grades or qualities of the earth can 
be obtained as there are number of tanks. In

these are built of bricks on the slope of a hill, 
so that each succeeding tank is lower than 
the preceding one, and the buddle tank is sup-

Boil both greens in water; with Scheele’s 
green, the water will remain uncolored; with 
Guignet’s green, the water wili become yel- 
low; filter and add to the filtrate a solution 
of acetate of lead, when a chrome yellow pre- 
cipitate will be formed, proving the presence 
of chromium. 

Another simple method is to apply the well 
known tests for arsenic, copper and chromi- 
um, when the two pigments can be easily dis- 
tinguished. 

Question 4,—State how you would prepare a 
varnish containing mastic. What fault is fre- 
quently associated with mastic. 

Mastic varnish is prepared in two ways— 
first without heat, second by the aid of heat. 
Into a round cistern are placed 20 lbs. of pale 
picked gum mastic, 10 lbs. of finely powdered 
glass, and 8 gallons of lukewarm rectified oil 
of turpentine. The cistern, placed on a 
frame, is made to revolve at aslow rate of 
speed until the gum has all dissolved; it is 
then strained through muslin and allowed to 
settle. The pounded glass Is added because it 
increases the surface power of the varnish and 
the solvent power of the menstruum is great- 
ly promoted. 

The preparation or mastic varnish is, how- 
ever, in many cases carried on by the aid of 
heat. A pot resembling a common still is em- 
ployed; this should be furnished with a stuff- 
ing box to permit of the passage of a vertical 
rod, having at one end a stirrer and at the 
other a handle for working it. ‘The great 
point to be observed in the making of the 
varnish isthe preventing of the evaporation 
of the spirit, and also to preserve the portion 
that does evaporate. 

After putting in the gum and the spirit, the 
head of the pot should be closely fitted on and 
luted, and the connection made with a proper 
refrigerator; heat should then be applied 
(preferably by means of a water bath), and the 
spirit allowed to boil gently; the appliance for 
heating the pot should then be withdrawn and 
the stirring continued until the gum is dis- 
solved. The spirit which has distilled over 
should then be added to the varnish, which 
should then be run off as quickly as possible 
through a silk gauze sieve into jars, which 
should be immediately corked down and set 
aside to clarify. 

One of the great faults of mastic varnish is 
its inclination to chill, that is to become 
cloudy; this, however, can be rectified by 
mixing withevery gallon of varnish 1 Ib. of 
hot and clean siliceous sand, which should 
then be allowed to settle and the varnish de- 
canted. 

Question 5.—What change does vermilion 
paint sometimes undergo with age? Trace the 
change to two causes, and state how it might 
have been prevented. 

Vermilion paint sometimes with age goes 
black, The reason of its.blackening has en- 
gaged the attention of some of our greatest 
chemists of the present day, and the only 
definite conclusion sofar arrived at is that 
the substance undergoes some molecular 
change. 

In boiling linseed oil, in nine cases out of 
ten lead dryers are used. Vermilion paint 
sometimes blackens, and that sometimes is 
when it is mixed with boiled oil containing 
lead driers; vermilion being a sulphide of 
mercury the sulphur attacks the lead form- 
ing the sulphide of lead, which is black. 

Vermilion, or sulphide of mercury, in ita 
original state, is black, and it is only after 
subliming thatiit becomes red; in almost all 
vermilion there is to be found free mercury, 
and this in the course of time combines with 
the sulphuretted atmosphere which exists 
more or lessin alllarge towns, forming the 
black sulphide of mercury. 

The blackening, in the first instance, could 
be prevented by using boiled oil in which lead 
dryers have not been employed, and in the 
second by mixing with every 60 lbs, of ver- 
milion 1 lb. of sulphur, 






Question 3.—Describe with quantities some 
method of preparing an arsenical green. How 
it from Guignet’s

Question 6.—How would you distinguish 
turpentine from its substitutes? 

Taking that the substitutes or adulterants 
of turpentine are petroleum, petroleum spirit, 
and rosin oil or spirit, they can be detected by 
the alteration in the specific gravity of the 
turpentine. 

The presence of potroleum oil mixed with

tilized by steam from water, boiling at usual 
atmospheric pressure. If more than a few 
tenths per cent of non-volatile matter remain 
after steam distilling the turpentine, petro- 
leum oil is, no doubt, present. Again, tur- 
pentine on digestion with nitric acid quickly 
becomes oxidized and dissolves, whilst petro- 
leum oil does not alter much in bulk, but un- 
dergoes more or less complete nitration. 

The detection of petroleum spirit is a much 
more difficult operation, but the safest and 
surest method is by polymerizing the sample, 
or, in other words, the different behavior of 
turpentine and paraffins with sulphuric acid. 

Five hundred c.c. of the sample are placed 
with about 150 c.c. of slightly dilute sulphuric 
acidina stoppered bottle, and the mixture 
cautiously agitated. In this operation, how- 
ever, the mixture becomes heated, and as the 
polymerization of the turpentine should be 
effected at about the ordinary atmospheric 
temperature, the bottle is placed for a time in 
cold water. Finally, the turpentine is con- 
verted into a viscid oil, when it is transferred 
to a separating funnel, the acid layer is run 
off, and the oil poured into a flask. 

All that is volatile is then distilled off from 
the oil, and the distillate again treated ina 
precisely similar manner as explained above. 

Finally, the mixture should consist only of 
cymene, and the paraffinoid hydro-carbons, 
and should not be more than 4 to 5 per cent in 
bulk of the original hydro-carbon. 

The product is now again placed in a stop- 
pered bottle, together with several times its 
voiume of concentrated sulphuric acid, heat- 
ed and violently agitated. The residual hy- 
drocarbon is separated, steam distilled, and 
then measured; if pure it should not exceed 
1 per cent. of its original bulk. Now petrole- 
um spirit treated by the above mentioned 
method suffers little or no loss, so that any 
amount of hydro-carbon proved to be present 
above 1 per cent. represents the amount of 
petroleum spirit in the turpentine. 

Another method of proving the presence of 
petroleum spirit in turpentine is by distilla- 
tion; turpentine entirely passes over at about 
120° C., whilst petroleum spirit passes over at 
from 120° C. to 170° C. 

The detection of rosin oil or spirit can gen- 
erally be detected by smelling the sample, by 
tasting, and finally by distillation. 

In conclusion, the presence of all these 
adulterants can be detected by Mill’s bromine 
absorption process, owing to their compara- 
tively low bromine absorption power. 

Question. 7.—Describe as fully as you can 
the process of preparing linseed oil. 

Linseed oil, oleum lini.—This oil is obtained 
from the seeds of the flax plant, Linum usita- 
tissimum, imported principally from Russia 
and India, known commercially as Black Sea 
and Calcutta Seeds, which, however, also gen- 
erally contain varying proportions of differ- 
ent cruciferous weed-seeds, from which the 
oil obtains its acrid taste. The Black Sea seed 
is smaller than the Calcutta, but it produces 
the best oil, known as “Baltic Linseed,” its 
mode of preparation being as follows: 

Upon arriving at the mill itis placed on an 
upper floor; from this place it runs through a 
shoot on to a set of rollers, by which it is 
crushed slightly; after passing through these 
rollers it is taken up by elevators to what is 
known asthe “kettles,” where it is damped 
and slightly heated. After this operation it is 
drawn in quantities sufficient to make a cake 
of the required size by a box which conveys it 
to the moulding machine. In this machine 
the seeds receive a preliminary compression, 
thereby increasing the number of cakes which 
may be inserted in the presses at one time, 
and also to secure uniform size and weight, 
and uniform density or consistence through- 
out. The cakes are then removed from the 
moulding machine and put into the presses, 
which are worked either by meaus of hy- 
draulic pumps or by a high end low pressure 
accumulator. At the bottom of the presses 
are holes through which the oil pours in 
streams into the tanks, where it is allowed to 
clarify before being ready for use. 

The percentage of oil obtained varies from 
22 per cent. to 28 per cent., according to the 
kind of seed used, and also its mode of manu- 
facture. In some few instances cold-drawn 
linseed oil is made, when it is expressed with- 
out heat, the yield being in this case from 17 
to 22 per cent, 

The yield also greatly depends on whether 
the oil is extracted from winter or spring 
flax, and the writer on examining a sample of 
winter and spring flax obtained the following 
results:

Question 8.<-What is gum kauri,and to what 
uses is it at present applied? 
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Gum kauri, or cawree (Fr. Dammar austral 
de la Nouvelle Zelande,) is obtained from sev- 
eral species of antipodean pines, chiefly Dam- 
mara Australasis, The forests of this species 
of pine are, however, fast disappearing both 
in New Zealand and in Australia, and in a few 
years the whole demand fer this gum will 
have to be supplied from what is dug out of 
the ground. In fact, even now the quantity 
dug is far in advance of that obtained from 
the living trees, 

The fossil is sometimes found in small de- 
tached lumps, and at other times large de- 
posits are found together in a hole covering 
an area of some 3 or 4 cubic yards, 

The Maori tribe of nativesare the principal 
people employed in collecting this fossil; they 
use a long spear with which they pierce the 
ground in places where defunct trees appear 
to be buried, and from long experience can 
immediately tell whether they are striking a 
stone oraresin. From the living trees this 
resin exudes as a yellowish white liquid 
of viscous consistency and of a pleasant 
odor, gradually hardening to an amber- 
like mass. Large deposits are found in 
the forks of large branches varyibg from 
1 to 6 lbs. When a kauri tree is cut in 
the bark, whether it be young or old, it bleeds 
like a young sapling, forming in a few weeks 
a large mass of half-dried resin. The resin ob- 
tained from the tree is much paler than that 
which is dug out of the ground, which is of a 
rich amber hue, imparted to it by age and by 
its being stored away from the action of sun 
and weather. 

Kauri occurs in commerce in large pieces, 
which are generally of greenish yellow or dirty 
brown color, the finest and palest being kept 
by the natives and consnmed as a masticatory. 

The lustre is generally opaline, the fracture 
conchoidal and vitreous, the odor is balsamic 
and pronounced and characteristic in recently- 
broken or well-preserved pieces. 

The specific gravity of this resin varies from 
1°057 to 1°112. It is soluble in boiling alcohol 
and in turpentine, and when dissolved in sul- 
phuric acid a red solution is obtained. 

In New Zealand it is burnt for making a very 
fine black pigment, and in Europeand America 
it is used for varnish making. often taking the 
place of copal. It is also used for giving a gloss 
to calicoes, For jewelry also it is often used 
inthe place of amber, while in photographic 
varnishes it is used as a substitute for shellac. 

Question 9.—How do you clean brushes and 
dispose of skins? 

The cleaning of brushes depends greatly on 
the kind of brushes to be cleaned. also as to 
the kind of work upon which they have been 
employed. 

The best method, however, known to the 
writer is to clean them with turpentine, press- 
ing out all particles of color on a marble slab, 
and then suspending them in jars of water, 
taking care that they do not touch the bot- 
tom of the vessel. Another very good way is 
to wash them in soap and water, being careful 
to rinse them in pure water and dry thoughly 
with a towel; this applies most especially to 
camel hair brushes, which should be also 
drawn out to a point when drying. 

The only use to which boiled oil skins can 
be put is for the manufacture of linoleum 
and corticine. The present supply of boiled 
oil skias is totally inadequate for the 
wants of-the manufacturers of these articles, 
and in order to supply their wants boiled oil is 
spread in thin layers over canvas, covering as 
much surface as possible, and in this way the 
oil quickly becomes a solid elastic mass.—Oil 
and Colorman’s Journal. 
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To Regulate Ceylon Cinchona Crops. 


In a letter to the Tropical Agriculturist, 
Baron Von Rosenberg, commenting upon a 
communication from another correspondent 
of that journal, says that he can hardly be- 
lieve that 9,000,000 Ibs. of bark are taken in 
Ceylon from dying trees (most of the trees 
that are injurious to other cultivation having 
already been uprooted); but if it beso tant 
mieux pour nous, for there will not be a tree 
left in Ceylon in a couple of years, Continu- 
ing, he says: 

Nor is it a fact that “the cheapest storage in 
the world is procurable in Colombo.” Con- 
signees in London store for nothing, and so dv 
our agents at Tuticorin. Supply and demand 
is a thing the merest tyro can write about. In 
answer [ might indicate that the elasticity of 
the market has been damaged beyond the 
mere question ot supply and demand by the 
power the bears have got over the quinine 
market especially on the Continent and in 
America. This is totally unwarranted by 
stocks of bark or quinine, and that especially 
as the figures of the latter, being fluctuating, 
are always over-estimated. But the fact is 
there, and after ever so small a rise, bears will 
send down their market again immediately 
until stocks are actually depleted. I know 
that the unit will go up; I know it as well as 
G. A. D.; but I wish tosupport a rising mar- 
ket if possible and help the quinine manufac- 
turers to join hands with us planters in oust- 
ing mere speculation. At present it hardly 
pays manufacturers to manufacture, and 
were it not for the often disorganization of 
producers, it would not pay them atall. The 
only way they make it pay isthis. Bark ot 
low analysis, analyzing say 1°45 per cent., is 
only bought in at the unit rate for one per 
cent., 4. ¢., they clear nearly half aunit, This 

















of course cannot be done with bark of a high 
analysis, as, owing to one lb. of bark analyzing 
6 per cent. and 1 lb. bark analyzing 14 per 
cent. costing the same to obtain the sulphate, 
a competition sets in for good barks. 

Nor could it be the cause if the market were 
elastic; there would then be as much compe- 
tition for the low as for the best sorts and the 
bark analysing 1°45 wuuld probably fetch the 
unit value for 1'30. And it is especially neces- 
sary for the cinchona planters to raise the 
tone of the market. A rise in the price of qui- 
nine would,I think, be even productive of 
consumption. The millions of the lower or- 
ders,on whom consumption depends, would 
rather buy a dear than a cheap drug; they 
do not believe ina cheap road to health and 
life! The chemists and druggists too, that im- 
portant body domineering over physicians, 
would rather sell an expensive drug on whicn 
their commission amounts to more. 

Nor must it be forgotten that antifebrin 
and especially antipyrin are slowly but surely 
undermining the market for quinine. It may 
take years for them to oust it, but they will 
certainly interfere with the increase in 
consumption. The time to act, therefore, 
iscertainly now, while as yet the rivalry is 
trivial. But if mesconfreres are not willing 
to act, well I shall suffer less than they are 
mostly doing already. That this is not mere 
blarney, von can ascertain from my agents at 
home, Messrs. MacFadyen & Co I can, on the 
prices I obtain, work my estates thoroughly 
and yet net a good profit. Nor are all my 
trees dying out as G. A. D.’s seem to be. 

However, I like G. A. D., and I wish he 
could see his way to work with me, for he is 
concise and I’m afraid Iam not. If he bea 
bona fide cinchona planter, he will no doubt 
sooner or later come round to my view, I am 
afraid—later. 

No, action must begin in Ceylon; Ceylon 
still exports the largest amount of bark, and 
very good bark it is some of it, not such as is 
obtained by uprooting diseased trees, or a 
tree here and there interfering with tea and 
open to the sun. If your Ceylon men will 
adopt the measure I have advocated, let them 
do so; they could almost compel India and 
Java to follow in their train. 

I could, however, easily obtain number of 
estates and their acreages and probable ex- 
port in India, The Wynaad Association is of 
course the principal one to reckon with, and I 
have already sent them your article and my 
letter. 

Negotiations, however, must precede in and 
proce:d from Ceylon. In Java I have no 
correspondents, but I would willingly corre- 
spond with the Planters’ Associations there 
(in French or German, ca m’est egal) provided 
that a basis for operations in Java were first 
formed by co-operation in India and Ceylon. 

But to give you an idea of the practical 
working. We up here on the high ranges of 
‘l'ravancore have some 1,634 acres 1m cinchona, 
most of it good (I have made allowance for 
neglected or frostbitten clearings), some of it 
very goodand giving analyses in bulk up to 
6°88. Well we estimated next year’s output in 
December last at 250 lb. per acre, we would 
therefore decide that—a fiat to the same effect 
having gone out from Ceylon and Wynaad 
Planters’ Association and an adhesion having 
been secured from the Planters’ Association 
in Uva, we would agree to put in only half 
our estimated bark, i. e., 125 lb. dry per acre, 
from say the beginning of next working sea- 
son (with us it begins in April and goes on to 
November). If you think it would strengthen 
your Ceylon Association’s hands, I would get 
this conditional (it must be conditional until 
the adherence 1s large) resolution passed by 
our association meeting. ‘ 

This of course is not thoroughly worked 
out, but if I myself can form a sufiicient esti- 
mate, and I can easily do so, for our acreage 
up here,surely planters in Ceylon and the 
Wynaad could do the same. 

One very important reason why planters 
should be willing to joinis the fact that bark 
is all the better if left to renew from eighteen 
months to two years; it improves during this 
time. They could therefore by yearly barking 
every other tree always have two years old re- 
newed to take ; the richer bark would there- 
fore be a further gain to those I have already 
enumerated. 

I may mention to you that I do not believe 
the actual execution of the plan would be 
necessary. I think the mere fact that an or- 
ganization had been effected by cinchona 
planters and that they could at any time bring 
this to bear upon the crop taking ani export 
—I say this fact and the knowledge of it 
among manufacturers and purchasersat home 
would, I think, be sufficient to right the mar- 
ket and make it elastic,
